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Selectmen's  Report 


The  events  of  the  past  year  were  by  and  large  overshadowed  by  the 
planning  and  implementation  of  Proposition  2V2.  Its  monetary  restrictions 
required  that  some  budgets  be  cut  and  others  held  close  to  level  funding  of 
the  previous  year.  While  it  is  too  soon  to  say  for  sure,  it  would  appear  that 
the  current  fiscal  budgets  will  work  out  pretty  much  as  the  Finance 
Committee  anticipated.  One  that  may  need  additional  monies  is  the  Winter 
Roads  account  which  is  reflecting  our  more  normal  New  England  winter. 

The  Highway  Department  work  force  was  reduced  considerably  this  past 
year.  Guy  Donley  retired  and  was  not  replaced  and  the  two  usual  summer 
laborers  were  not  called  in.  We  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity,  both 
for  ourselves  and  the  people  of  Ashfield,  to  express  a  sincere  Thank  you' 
to  Guy  for  his  13  years  of  dedicated  service  to  the  town. 

Major  reconstruction  was  started  on  the  Apple  Valley  Road  and  the 
Spruce  Corner  Road.  These  will  be  continued  toward  completion  this  year 
as  time  and  monies  permit. 

The  Police  Department  received  its  new  cruiser  in  July  and  soon  had  it 
in  operation.  The  town  now  carries  a  more  realistic  Liability  Insurance 
Policy  for  the  protection  of  its  Police  Officers. 

The  saga  of  the  'Wastewater  Treatment  System'  continues  to  move  at  a 
snail's  pace.  At  the  close  of  1981,  the  town  had  finally  received  in  writing 
the  number  and  locations  of  test  wells  to  check  the  soil  types  and  water 
table  of  the  area  needed  to  extend  the  leach  field  to  accomodate  the  amount 
of  estimated  flow.  Also  an  extension  of  the  Federal  Discharge  Permits  for 
the  town  has  been  applied  for  and  is  expected  to  be  approved. 

The  problem  of  water  supply  for  the  central  part  of  town  received  much 
attention  during  1981 .  At  a  meeting  on  May  14th,  residents  voted  to  accept 
an  Ashfield  Water  District.  After  much  discussion  and  several  meetings, 
residents  voted  on  February  4th  to  rescind  the  vote  accepting  the  District. 
The  problem  is  now  in  the  hands  of  a  study  group,  created  with  the  town's 
endorsement.  Meanwhile,  water  continues  to  be  provided  by  the  privately 
owned  Ashfield  Water  Company. 

The  Selectmen  would  like  to  thank  everyone  for  their  cooperation  and  a 
special  Thank  you'  to  all  those  who  give  so  much  of  their  time  and  energies 
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free  to  the  town.  Over  seventy  residents  of  Ashfield  participate  in  the  town 
government.  Without  them  the  whole  system,  as  we  know  it,  would  break 
down.

We  are  pleased  to  report  that  there  were  approximately  one-third  less 
calls  for  the  Fire  Department  to  answer  in  1981  as  compared  with  the 
previous  year.  Estimated  value  of  insured  property  involved  in  fire 
emergencies — $1,281,000;  reported  losses — $2,330. 

By  request,  we  are  again  printing  the  Siren  Alarm  Signals  for  your 
information  and  convenience:

In  addition  to  the  routine  pump  and  equipment  drills  held  in  Ashfield, 
the  Fire  Dept.  took  a  course  on  Fire  Safety  given  by  the  Mass.  Fire 
Academy.  One  man  took  a  Tanker  Shuttle  Course  at  the  Meadowood  Drill 
Yard  in  Fitzwilliam,  N.H.  and  the  Ambulance,  Fire  and  PoHce  Departments 
took  a  course  on  Farm  Equipment  Safety  &  Rescue. 

We  wish  to  express  our  appreciation  for  the  townspeople's  support  so 
freely  given  to  the  Firemen's  Association  fund  drives  which  have  made  the 
following  purchases  possible:  1  base  radio,  2  remote  control  units  for  the 
base,  2  mobile  units  and  3  portable  CB  radios.  The  Firemen's  Association 
was  again  able  to  pay  for  the  Pee  Wee  and  Little  League  accident  insurance. 

Worn-out  equipment  replaced  by  the  Town  of  Ashfield  this  year  was:  4 
pairs  of  gloves,  80  feet  of  chimney  chain  and  a  1-ton  hoist,  and  at  no  cost  to 
the  town,  one  of  our  crew  members  made  a  portable  skid  tank  for  use  at 
brush  fires.

Report  of  the 
Civil  Defense  Director 


First,  I  want  to  make  sure  that  everyone  knows  that  our  Civil  Defense 
Headquarters  are  located  in  the  basement  of  the  Belding  Memorial  Library. 
This,  too,  is  a  Fallout  Shelter.  It  is  equipped  with  a  standby  emergency 
generator  as  well  as  a  Civil  Defense  Communication  Radio.  The  Fallout 
Shelter  is  equipped  with  some  emergency  supplies  as  well  as  some 
medications. 

The  C.B.  radio  base  unit  is  housed  at  the  Police  Department 
Headquarters  and  is  always  monitoring  Channel  9.  It  is  an  asset  to  the 
Police  Department  in  case  of  an  emergency  or  disaster  as  a  whole  network 
can  be  setup  outside  of  the  police  network,  between  home  and  vehicle 
operated  C.B.'s  and  the  base  unit. 

The  State  of  Massachusetts  is  required  by  law  to  prepare  plans  for 
nuclear  war  survival  as  directed  by  the  federal  government  which  requires 
cities  and  towns  to  make  evacuation  and  reception  plans  as  determined  by 
State  Director  of  Civil  Defense.  In  case  of  a  nuclear  disaster  striking  the 
Connecticut  area,  Ashfield  has  been  designated  to  host  the  town  of  Enfield, 
Connecticut. 

Again,  I  will  repeat  that  the  primary  need  for  the  Civil  Defense 
Preparedness  Agency  results  from  the  ever  present  threat  of  a  nuclear 
attack  and  in  a  secondary  role,  it  is  of  great  value  in  case  of  any  type  of 
disaster  which  might  strike  this  area.

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Report  of  the 
Ashfield  Energy  Conservation 
Committee 

The  Ashfield  Energy  Conservation  Committee  held  monthly  meetings  in 
1981.  We  have  continued  to  prepare  articles  for  the  Ashfield  News  and 
maintain  a  shelf  of  energy  information  at  the  Belding  Memorial  Library  for 
the  benefit  of  townspeople. 

One  major  project  we  have  been  working  on  in  1981  is  the  Sanderson 
Academy  Solar  Project.  The  committee  was  informed  in  early  1981  that  the 
application  for  a  $13,000  grant  for  a  warm-air  solar  collector  system  at 
Sanderson  was  funded  by  the  Mass.  Executive  Office  of  Energy  Resources 
as  part  of  the  Alternative  Energy  Property  Program.  The  School 
Committee  committed  14,000  toward  the  project.  The  project  schedule  was 
extended  while  all  parties  involved  awaited  the  results  of  the  Technical 
Assistance  energy  audit  and  so  as  to  avoid  interruption  of  the  academic 
schedule. 

Ashfield  received  $1,200  from  the  state  (under  the  Schools  &  Hospitals 
program)  to  do  a  Technical  Assistance  energy  audit  of  Sanderson  Academy 
in  addition  to  technical  assistance  on  the  solar  project.  Architects,  Inc.  of 
Northampton  completed  this  study  in  November.  The  in-depth  and  well- 
documented  report  details  a  dozen  measures,  including  the  solar  project, 
that  could  cut  energy  usage  at  Sanderson  in  half. 

In  cooperation  with  Scouting  Coordinator,  Douglas  Cranson,  the 
committee  planned,  and  helped  other  organizations  put  into  reality,  a  new 
recycling  shed  for  Ashfield.  The  committee  also  participated  in  raising 
funds  and  publicizing  the  project.  We  are  pleased  with  the  community 
spirit  that  went  into  the  accomplishment  of  this  project  and  we  hope  that 
all  Ashfield  residents  will  utilize  the  new  recycling  station  in  order  to  keep 
transfer  station  costs  down. 

The  committee  co-sponsored  a  presentation  by  Mass-Save  at  the  Grange 
in  July  as  part  of  the  county  'ConservAction'  energy  conservation 
campaign.  The  committee  sponsored  a  Solar  Tour  on  October  4th  which 
highlighted  several  active  and  passive  solar  systems  in  Ashfield.

To  the  Board  of  Selectmen: 

After  reviewing  the  activities  of  this  center  for  the  past  fiscal  year  it 
became  apparent  that  some  were  more  significant  than  others.  In  the 
interest  of  keeping  printing  costs  to  a  minimum  I  will  limit  my  report  to 
those  activities. 

Thirteen  (13)  veterans  died  during  the  year.  The  VA  allowed  $300.00 
towards  the  cost  of  the  funeral  and  $150.00  for  the  plot.  Burial  flags  were 
presented  to  the  next  of  kin  and  free  gravemarkers  were  placed  on  the 
graves. 

Thirty-six  (36)  veterans  and  their  families  were  given  financial  help  to 
pay  bills.  E^ch  town  of  residence  supplied  the  money  and  the  state  will 
reimburse  the  town  fifty  (50%)  percent.  Money  was  used  as  follows:

Doctors  Bills  371.00 

Other  Expenses  1,618.36

Each  town  purchased  flags  through  this  office  to  decorate  veterans' 
graves  on  Memorial  Day.  Various  organizations  and  individuals  placed 
over  two  thousand  (2,000)  flags  in  the  cemeteries  of  each  town.  We  owe 
them  heartful  gratitude  for  remembering  those  who  served  our  country  in 
wartime. 


Finally,  this  office  was  called  upon  by  many  veterans  and  their  families 
to  assist  them  in  corresponding  with  other  government  agencies.  Former 
servicemen  asked  for  help  to  obtain  records  of  service  which  were  lost. 
Widows  sought  help  in  coordinating  their  social  security  payments  and 
pensions.  Over  eleven  hundred  (1100)  such  activities  were  recorded.  It  is 
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in  this  area  that  makes  the  operation  of  this  center  so  essential  for  all 
veterans  and  their  families.  We  will  continue  to  give  our  best  efforts 
towards  helping  these  people.

The  Ashfield  Conservation  Commission  meets  on  the  second  Monday  of 
the  month  at  7:30  P.M.  We  meet  at  members'  homes  during  the  winter 
and  at  the  Town  Hall  during  the  summer.  The  public  and  interested 
persons  are  always  invited. 

During  the  past  year  we  accepted  with  regret  the  resignations  of  two 
members,  Philip  Steinmetz  and  Mary  Lucas.  Phil,  past 
Secretary /Treasurer,  leaves  behind  a  distinguished  legacy.  Mary  will  be 
missed  for  her  views  on  National  Environmental  matters. 

Steve  Lilly  and  Joanne  Ostrowski  were  appointed  new  members.  Russ 
Loomis  is  presently  Chairman  and  Richard  Kulis,  Secretary /Treasurer. 

The  Conservation  Commission  received  seven  requests  for  wetlands 
determination  this  past  year.  Six  were  found  to  be  exempt  from  wetland 
restrictions.  One  request  for  a  pond  reconstruction  was  required  to  make 
application  for  a  hearing.  However,  at  this  time  no  further  action  has  been 
taken  by  the  owner. 

The  Wetland's  Law,  Chapter  132,  is  in  the  process  of  revision.  From  all 
indications,  including  our  input,  it  appears  the  new  law  will  be  a  more 
workable  version  allowing  greater  judgement  by  local  Conservation 
Commissions.

The  Belding  Memorial  Library  completed  a  successful  year  in  1981  with 
a  circulativn  of  16,048,  our  inter-library  loan  service  came  to  a  total  of  262. 
The  number  of  books  added  to  our  collection  were  537 — 360  purchased 
and  177  donated  by  residents. 

The  Ashfield  Historical  Society  presented  as  a  gift  a  copy  of  New 
England  Reflections  by  Alan  Newman.

The  book  is  a  collection  of  photographs  of  the  Howes 
brothers'  plates. 

Also  donated  to  the  library  was  a  16mm  projector.  The  Belding  Memorial 
Library  is  fortunate  to  have  so  many  of  the  residents  thinking  of  the 
library.  We  extend  our  appreciation  to  all  those  who  have  contributed 
books,  games,  puzzles,  magazines,  records  and  material  to  the  library.  We 
wish  to  thank  those  who  have  set  up  continuing  memorial  funds  for  the 
library  in  memory  of  loved  ones,  making  it  possible  for  us  to  purchase 
material  that  we  might  not  otherwise  be  able  to  buy.  Also  those  who  have 
contributed  services  to  the  library  and  residents  who  have  shared  their 
collections  with  us  for  our  display  cabinet. 

Toward  the  end  of  1981  we  interviewed  persons  on  a  stand-by  basis  at  the 
library,  in  case  we  needed  anyone  in  a  hurry  to  fill  in  or  to  help  out  if  the 
need  arose.

The  library  cannot  be  managed  by  one  person  alone  and  I  wish  to  thank 
all  the  staff,  the  trustees,  selectmen  and  my  family  for  all  their  help.  Mostly 
I  would  like  to  thank  the  residents,  for  without  their  patronage  and  support 
there  would  be  no  reason  for  a  library.

ANNUAL  REPORT 
From  July  1,  1980  to  June  30,  1981 

I  herwith  submit  my  annual  report  of  the  Franklin  County  Cooperative 
Building  Inspector  Program  for  the  Fiscal  Year  1981. 

The  number  of  permits  increased  and  the  constuction  values  increased 
over  the  preceding  year.  The  value  increase  was  due  in  part  to  the  Elderly 
Housing  units  constructed  in  Bernardston  and  the  wood  fired  boiler  at 
Mount  Hermon  School. 

The  Massachusetts  Code  Commission  chose  to  implement  a  provision 
of  the  Code  to  license  construction  supervisors  which  led  to  much 
confusion  and  concern.  The  General  Court  failed  to  provide  funds  for  the 
Code  Commission  thereby  abolishing  the  office.  Their  duties  were 
transferred  to  the  Department  of  Public  Safety.  The  effective  date  of  the 
licensing  has  been  postponed  several  times  due  to  lack  of  personnel  and 
pressure  from  state  legislators. 

This  office  was  instrumental  in  getting  an  illegal  chimney  block  removed 
from  the  marketplace.  Following  a  hearing  at  the  Franklin  County  Court 
House  and  meetings  in  Boston,  the  Code  Commission  and  D.P.S.  ordered 
them  off  the  market. 

The  solid  fuel  -burning  stoves  and  furnaces  (wood  and  coal)  are  a 
considerable  concern  to  this  office  and  to  the  local  fire  officials.  A  permit  is 
required  for  the  installation  or  replacement  of  a  solid  fuel  burning  device. 
Upon  completion  of  the  installation  it  is  also  required  that  the  installation 
be  inspected  and  it  must  meet  the  safety  requirements  of  the  Code. 

I  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  town  officials  and  residents 
of  our  13  member  towns  for  the  cooperation  given  to  this  office  during  the 
past  year.

The  Fred  W.  Wells  Trust  allocated  $111,300  to  benefit  residents  of  the 
participating  towns  during  the  1981-1982  fiscal  year,  an  increase  of 
$23,300  over  last  year. 

Health  related  grants  were  made  to  the  Franklin  County  Public  Hospital, 
$9,000  for  the  Hospice  Program  and  $5,000  for  the  Cardiopulmonary 
Health  Enhancement  Program.  Franklin  County  Mental  Health  Elder  Day 
Care  received  $9,000,  Farren  Memorial  Hospital  Family  Health  Center 
received  $6,000  and  NELCWIT  received  $6,000. 

Area  students  received  $70,800  for  the  1981-1982  school  year.  This  is 
being  paid  to  a  wide  range  of  educational  institutions  for  the  benefit  of  116 
area  students. 

Awards  totaling  $5,500  for  agricultural  achievement  were  made  through 
the  Franklin  County  Agricultural  Society,  the  4-H  Club,  the  Heath  Fair 
and  the  Franklin  County  Regional  Technical  School.

The  Council  on  the  Aging  held  ten  meetings  in  its  members'  homes  in 
1981.  Rev.  Philip  H.  Steinmetz,  chairman  of  the  committee  since  its 
inception,  resigned  in  October  upon  leaving  the  community.  He  will  be 
sorely  missed. 

Two  trips  were  sponsored  and  organized  by  the  Council:  in  April,  a  group 
visited  the  Clarke  Institute  in  Williamstown;  in  September,  a  trip  was 
made  to  the  Northfield  Mountain  Recreation  Center. 

It  was  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Council  on  Aging  that  between  11 
and  15  residents  of  Ashfield  regularly  attend  the  meal-site  in  Shelburne 
Falls  on  Mondays  and  Thursdays,  and  that  this  number  represented  one- 
fourth  of  the  total  attendance  at  the  Senior  Center.  At  the  suggestion  of  the 
Franklin  County  Home  Care  Agency  that  state  funds  were  available  to  the 
Councils  on  Aging  to  help  defray  Expenses  at  these  meal-sites,  a  proposal 
for  a  grant  of  $250  was  made  for  this  purpose.  The  request  has  been 
granted. 

From  time  to  time,  items  of  special  interest  to  persons  over  60  are 
submitted  to  The  Ashfield  News.  The  Council  continues  to  welcome  any 
interested  visitors  to  its  meetings,  and  suggestions  of  how  we  may  best 
serve  the  elders  of  this  community  are  warmly  received.

The  two  November  referenda,  namely,  that  in  1978  requiring 
classification  of  real  property  and  that  in  1980  imposing  a  tax  levy  limit  of 
2V2  percent,  were  innovative  and  placed  very  heavy  additional  burdens  on 
the  Board  for  Fiscal  Years  1981  and  1982;  they  thus  substantially  delayed 
its  important  normal  appraisal  work.  Fortunately,  taxpayers  were  by  and 
large  understanding,  and  with  only  the  rarest  exceptions  further 
comphcated  the  Board's  work  by  petulant  intervention. 

During  calendar  '81  there  were  only  about  39  'arms-length'  sales  of  real 
estate,  whereas  in  '80  there  had  been  about  43  and  in  '79  about  69.  Of 
course,  the  more  such  sales  each  year  the  less  difficult  it  is  for  the  Board  to 
establish  genuine  market  values  for  different  types  of  property.  In  '81 
there  were  very  few  exaggerated  sales  prices  of  tracts  either  with  residences 
or  only  vacant,  unimproved  land.  Despite  sobriety  of  the  market  in  '81 ,  the 
Board  did  not  discern  it  either  had  crumbled  or  was  starting  to  crumble.

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Report  of  the  Tree  Warden 


Maple  trees  have  continued  to  show  signs  of  stress  from  two  consecutive 
years  of  a  low  water  table.  Declining  top  growth  and  small  scorched  leaves 
are  symptoms  that  appear  with  many  maples  growing  in  dry  or  compacted 
soils  and  where  water  runoff  is  common.  With  the  abundance  of  snow  this 
winter  and  the  large  water  content  in  it,  the  maples  should  fare  much  better 
this  season.  It  would  be  advisable  to  deep  root  fertilize  any  maples  that 
have  shown  signs  of  stress  in  order  to  stimulate  new  growth. 

Some  trees  were  damaged  by  two  wind  storms  this  year  and  had  to  be 
removed.  In  all  a  total  of  twenty-one  trees  were  removed  that  were  either 
dead,  dangerous  or  dying. 

Trees  were  pruned  on  North  Street,  Buckland  Road,  Bronson  Avenue 
and  South  Ashfield.  Some  trees  were  cabled  to  avoid  splitting.  A  number  of 
declining  trees  were  fertilized  in  an  effort  to  save  them.  Four  new  trees 
were  planted  last  fall. 

A  large  part  of  Ashfield  was  spared  from  the  gypsy  moth  infestation  last 
year.  It  would  be  nice  to  be  able  to  escape  this  forest  and  shade  tree 
defoliator  again  this  coming  year.

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POLICE  DEPARTMENT  REPORT 


In  1981  we  purchased  a  new  cruiser.  The  old  one  was  costing  us  money 
to  keep  on  the  road.  Our  new  one,  also  is  a  Ford  which  we  purchased  from 
Natick  Ford. 

In  last  year's  report  we  stated  that  we  would  have  some  figures  to  present 
as  to  the  number  of  hours  people  in  the  department  put  in  aside  from  paid 
hours.  The  men  have  put  in  3,310  hours  of  free  time  for  the  police 
department,  during  the  year.  These  hours  include  being  in  charge  of  the 
phone,  work  on  phone  and  radio  wires  and  cruiser  repairs,  photography 
and  educational  training.  There  are  8,760  hours  in  a  year  meaning  that  the 
telephone  coverage  alone  is  a  tremondous  undertaking.  The  men  and  their 
wives  have  done  a  good  share  and  over  6,000  hours  are  covered  in  my  home 
by  my  family. 

Joe  Cetto  became  ill  during  1981  and  was  unable-to  man  the  phone  as 
much  as  he  had  in  the  past.  This  prompted  the  PoHce  Association  to 
purchase  an  answering  machine.  The  caller  may  leave  a  message  on  it  or  if 
an  emergency,  may  call  the  State  Police  in  Shelburne  Falls  and  they  will 
radio  whoever  is  in  the  cruiser.  The  machine  is  used  when  there  is 
absolutely  no  one  for  the  phone. 

This  last  year  we  lost  the  services  of  Eugene  Whittier  who  is  now 
working  full  time  for  the  Massachussetts  Correction  Department.  Gene 
fills  in  occasionally  when  he  has  the  time.  He  is  greatly  missed  by  the 
department,  his  expertise  and  in-put  was  and  is  greatly  appreciated. 

Our  Roast  Beef  dinner  was  again  a  great  success.  We  thank  all  of  you  for 
your  support. 

Hopefully  by  July  1, 1982  there  will  be  a  Mutual  Aid  agreement  set  up  for 
police  similar  to  that  of  fire  departments,  in  the  towns  of  Ashfield, 
Buckland,  Charlemont,  Conway,  Shelburne  and  possibly  Colrain,  Hawley, 
Heath,  Monroe  and  Rowe.  Because  it  is  Law  Enforcement,  it  has  to  be 
brought  up  at  a  town  meeting  and  the  chapter  and  section  have  to  be  voted 
on  and  accepted  to  make  it  all  legal.  It  is  Chapter  40,  Section  8G  which 
reads  as  follows:  "A  city  or  town  which  accepts  this  section  may  enter  into 
an  agreement  with  another  city  or  town,  or  other  cities  and  towns,  to 
provide  Mutual  Aid  programs  for  police  departments  to  increase  the 
capability  of  such  departments  to  protect  lives,  safety  and  property  of  the 
people  in  the  area  designated  in  the  agreement.  Said  agreement  may 
include  the  furnishing  of  personal  services,  supplies,  materials,  contrac- 
tual services  and  equipment  when  the  resources  normally  available  to  any 
municipality  in  the  agreement  are  not  sufficient  to  cope  with  a  situation 
which  requires  police  action." 
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I  am  a  member  of  a  committee  now  working  with  the  county  on  an  E 
(Emergency)  911  system.  This  is  a  communication  center  to  be  located  in 
Greenfield.  All  fire,  police  and  ambulance  services  in  the  county  towns  will 
be  connected  with  the  system.  If  a  person  has  an  emergency  situation, 
whether  fire,  medical  or  police,  they  will  dial  911  which  connects  to  the 
center  in  Greenfield.  Calls  come  in  on  a  screen  which  will  show  the  phone 
number,  name,  address  and  problem  so  that  if  the  caller  has  to  hang  up  for 
some  reason  or  is  disconnected,  the  information  will  already  be  recorded. 
Immediately  the  radios  and  beepers  of  the  town  where  the  emergency  is, 
will  be  activated.  For  regular  business  calls,  residents  will  use  their  regular 
town  number  for  fire,  ambulance  or  police.  If  a  business  call  should  come 
in  over  the  emergency  number  by  accident  it  will  be  relayed  immediately  to 
the  corresponding  town  so  that  it  will  not  tie  up  the  emergency  number. 
This  would  be  a  great  asset  for  the  towns  in  the  county. 

Thanks  go  to  the  townspeople  from  the  members  of  the  department  for 
their  cooperation  and  support  throughout  the  year.  My  personal  thanks  go 
to  all  the  members  of  the  department  and  their  families  for  all  their  help, 
encouragement  and  cooperation.

Visiting  Nurse  & 
Health  Services  Report 


The  Visiting  Nurse  &  Health  Services  is  pleased  to  provide  its  first 
complete  annual  report  of  health  services  to  the  town  of  Ashfield  for  fiscal 
1981  (July  1,  1980— June  30,  1981).  The  VN&HS  is  a  certified*  Home 
Health  Agency  and  as  such  provides  services  for  patients  who  are  ill  at 
home  including:  skilled  nursing  care,  physical,  occupational  or  speech 
therapy,  and  Homemaker/Home  Health  Aide  service.  The  above  services 
are  reimbursed  by  Medicare,  Medicaid  and  private  health  insurance,  when 
eligible.  The  town  contract  enables  us  to  provide  these  services  on  a  sHding 
scale  basis  for  individuals  who  are  not  covered  by  third  party 
reimbursement.  All  services  are  provided  upon  orders  of  the  patient's 
physician  indicating  specific  treatments  and  with  a  nursing  care  plan  to 
coordinate  the  patient's  total  care  at  home.

In  addition  to  the  care  of  the  sick,  the  VN&HS  also  provides  health  and 
education  services  to  expectant  mothers  and  mothers  and  infants  in  the 
home.  Nutrition  counseling  and  food  vouchers  are  also  provided  to  eligible 
clients  through  the  federally  funded  WIC  program  (Women,  Infants  and 
Children  Supplemental  food  program). 

Reports  of  service  are  provided  quarterly  to  the  town  accompanied  by  a 
cost  report  including  total  cost  of  the  services  rendered  the  town,  the 
reimbursable  percentage  and  the  portion  of  cost  to  be  billed  to  the  town 
under  the  service  contract.

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Annual  Report  of  the 
Superintendent  of  Schools 


It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  submit  my  third  annual  report  as 
Superintendent  of  the  nine  town  area  schools. 

This  has  been  a  rewarding  school  year  but  we  have  had  to  face  many 
difficult  issues  as  well.  The  budgetary  pressures  that  have  been  imposed  by 
Proposition  2V2  have  continued  to  cause  changes  in  programs  and 
reductions  in  personnel  in  most  schools.  We  have  had  to  increase  the  price 
of  school  lunches  due  to  the  loss  of  financial  support  from  the  federal 
government.  We  expect  there  will  be  more  increases  next  year  to  help 
offset  the  losses  we  are  sustaining  in  the  lunch  program  this  year. 

At  Mohawk  Trail,  the  School  Committee  will  consider  adopting  a 
student  fee  schedule  for  participation  in  student  activities.  The  student 
activities  budget  has  not  been  increased  for  next  year  so  we  must  generate 
more  income  if  we  expect  to  offer  the  full  range  of  activities  that  are 
currently  available  to  our  students. 

The  budget  preparation  for  the  1982-83  school  year  was  an  extremely 
difficult  process.  There  were  substantial  increases  in  many  of  the  fixed  cost 
portions  of  our  budgets.  We  found  this  to  be  especially  true  in  the  area  of 
transportation,  energy,  unemployment  insurance,  and  the  Franklin 
County  Retirement  Assessments.  If  the  proposed  budgets  for  next  year  are 
not  approved  by  enough  of  our  communities  it  will  mean  making  further 
reductions  in  educational  materials  and  personnel. 

At  the  high  school  this  year  we  have  been  involved  in  a  debate  as  to  the 
type  of  educational  materials  and  programs  we  should  be  providing  for  our 
students.  Public  hearings  were  conducted  to  solicit  views  from  residents  of 
our  nine  towns.  A  report  on  these  hearings  will  be  prepared  for  the  school 
committee.  The  information  gathered  in  the  process  will  be  considered  as 
we  make  our  plans  for  next  year  and  prepare  for  an  accreditation  visitation 
by  the  New  England  Association  of  Schools  and  Colleges  in  the  fall  of  1982. 

There  have  been  many  positive  achievements  in  our  several  school 
districts.  We  have  established  a  program  for  handicapped  three  to  five  year 
old  children.  The  middle  school  program  has  continued  in  its  third  year  of 
operation.  We  have  adopted  the  same  achievement  testing  program  for  all 
schools,  and  have  developed  a  unified  Basic  Skills  program.  This  year  we 
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will  be  working  on  the  development  of  a  personnel  evaluation  system.  I 
have  been  very  pleased  with  the  high  level  of  morale  that  has  been 
maintained  by  the  staffs  in  all  of  our  schools  this  year.  In  spite  of  the  many 
difficult  problems  that  we  have  encountered,  the  teachers  are  continuing 
to  provide  excellent  services  to  our  students. 

This  year  we  have  had  several  new  administrators  to  join  us.  At  Rowe 
School,  Anita  Page  has  been  appointed  Principal.  Russell  Vernon-Jones  is 
serving  as  Acting  Principal  at  the  Buckland-Shelburne  Regional  School 
and  Robert  Champney  was  appointed  as  Vice  Principal  at  the  high  school. 
We  welcome  these  people  and  look  forward  to  the  contributions  they  will 
make  during  their  careers  with  us. 

At  the  end  of  the  current  school  year  Mr.  I.  Melvin  Abrahamson  will 
retire  as  Principal  of  Mohawk  Trail  after  a  career  of  17  years  as  a  teacher 
and  administrator.  I  want  to  thank  Mr.  Abrahamson  for  his  dedicated 
service  to  the  district  and  wish  him  well  in  his  retirement. 

I  look  forward  to  a  continued  association  with  the  several  school 
districts  in  the  years  ahead.  In  the  past  three  years  there  has  been 
significant  progress  made  in  many  areas  within  our  school  systems.  I  want 
to  personally  thank  all  of  those  people  who  have  given  us  their  valuable 
support  over  the  years.

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Report  of  the  Principal 
Mohawit  Trail  Regional 
High  School 


The  year  1981  reflected  one  of  constant  effort  to  maintain  stable 
educational  offerings  to  our  students.  Budget  implications  made  planning 
for  the  1981-1982  educational  season  a  difficult  task.  The  creative 
extension  of  the  various  elements  of  the  school  community  made  it 
possible  for  Mohawk  to  effect  a  positive  educational  climate  while  doing 
what  was  budgetarily  necessary. 

While  the  curriculum  was  kept  intact  as  to  courses,  many  of  the  ability 
levels  or  phases  of  the  courses  were  not  offered.  The  changing  demand  and 
the  eventual  reduction  of  faculty  by  six  teachers  made  it  mandatory  to 
reduce  some  of  the  phase  offerings. 

The  curriculum  is  further  being  examined  by  the  curriculum  council 
and  the  faculty  as  there  has  been  interest  in  several  areas  of  the  curriculum 
by  members  of  the  community.  To  this  end,  an  examination  of  Mohawk's 
curriculum  has  been  made  easier  by  a  public  meeting  at  which  members  of 
the  faculty  have  explained  and  presented  the  current  offerings.  Members 
of  the  community  have  shown  support  of  Mohawk's  program  and  have 
offered  many  valid  suggestions  for  the  future. 

The  Middle  School  project  has  developed  to  a  higher  state  of  excellence. 
Both  teachers  and  students  have  adapted  to  a  more  efficient  and  better 
accepted  procedural  process.  While  this  is  the  third  year  of  the  funded 
Middle  School  project,  it  is  planned  to  continue  the  project  in  its  present 
state  as  far  as  budget  will  allow. 

Activities  have  been  a  pleasant  part  of  the  Mohawk  year.  This  past  year 
saw  the  production  of  its  first  MiddleSchool  musical.  'Ohver'  was  a  roaring 
success.  Other  regular  activities  such  as  the  senior  play  and  the  All  School 
Musical  gave  our  academic  year  the  spice  it  needed. 

The  administrative  structure  of  our  school  was  changed  to  a 
departmental  one.  The  change  which  took  place  at  the  beginning  of  the 
1981-1982  year  has  developed  to  a  very  efficient  system  and  seems  to  be 
working  well. 
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The  faculty  and  administration  is  engaged  in  a  self-evaluation  which 
traditionally  precedes  the  visit  of  an  evaluation  team  from  the  New 
England  Association  of  Schools  and  Colleges.  This  evaluation  is  usually 
done  every  ten  years. 

The  year  in  review  has  been  one  which  has  demanded  a  realistic 
approach  to  all  planning  with  exceptional  budgetary  considerations  and  an 
effort  to  adjust  to  a  much  more  demanding  economy  than  in  past  years. 
The  faculty  and  administration  accepted  the  challenge  and  made  the 
necessary  adjustments  to  maintain  a  well  balanced  educational  climate 
which  reflects  the  improvement  in  student  discipline  and  faculty  feelings.

The  faculty  this  year  consists  of  nine  regular  classroom  teachers  and  one 
special  needs  teacher.  There  are  three  shared  part-time  teachers.  Due  to 
budget  cuts,  one  regular  classroom  and  one  part-time  position  were 
eliminated.  The  part-time  position  was  partially  reinstated  this  fall. 

Mrs.  Dabkowski  and  Mrs.  Merz,  regular  classroom  teachers,  are  on  a 
year's  leave  of  absence.  Miss  O'Donnell  was  granted  a  further  year's  leave 
to  finish  her  degree  work.  Mr.  Budge  Litchfield  and  Mr.  Douglas  Zarookian 
were  hired  to  fill  these  positions.  Miss  Sandra  Jennings  was  hired  as  the 
vocal  music  teacher  to  replace  Mrs.  Judith  Kulp,  who  is  also  on  a  year's 
leave. 

The  other  cuts  in  personnel  were  a  classroom  aide  and  a  part-time 
cafeteria  worker. 

The  Sanderson  faculty  have  been  reviewing  our  present  English 
curriculum  and  new  textbooks  in  Language  Arts.  They  have  also 
participated  in  a  Writing  Workshop.  These  after-school  workshops 
instructed  the  teachers  in  methods  of  increasing  their  own  writing  abilities 
and  their  students'. 
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We  have  continued  the  Parent-Teacher  Conferences  this  year.  These 
conferences  are  beneficial  to  both  the  teacher  and  the  parent.  Continued 
close  cooperation  is  a  must  for  the  school  to  do  its  best  for  each  child. 

Mrs.  Fuller  escorted  12  Sanderson  students  to  Mexico  in  January,  1981. 
19  Mexican  students  and  their  teacher,  Miss  Gloria,  were  here  in  March  of 
1981.  This  year  the  Mexican  children  visited  many  local  crafts  people  and 
had  an  opportunity  to  see  and  try  these  crafts  as  well  as  participate  in  the 
classroom  activities  at  Sanderson. 

A  new  volunteer  program  was  implemented  this  fall  by  the  Sanderson 
P.T.O.  and  the  faculty.  Volunteer  aides  work  in  the  classroom  each 
morning  of  the  week.  They  help  teachers  during  instructional  and  recess 
time.  There  are  also  volunteer  aides  helping  in  the  library  as  the  position  of 
the  library  aide  was  cut  by  a  day.  Our  library  is  able  to  remain  open  for 
student  use  throughout  the  week.  This  program  has  been  most  successful 
from  every  point  of  view. 

Because  of  budget  cuts  the  library  book  fund  was  cut  to  $50.  The 
Sanderson  P.T.O.  donated  money  to  the  library  for  books  as  did  the 
Ashfield  Grange.  A  gift  from  a  parent  for  filmstrips  was  also  received. 

This  spirit  of  helping  the  school  through  a  difficult  economic  period  has 
been  most  encouraging.  The  Sanderson  Alumni,  Sanderson  Trustees  and 
an  anonymous  gift  have  enabled  us  to  continue  to  bring  Arts  Programs  into 
the  school.  Sanderson  also  received  a  Grant  from  the  New  England 
Foundation  of  the  Arts  for  a  puppet  performance. 

A  Solar  Energy  Grant  was  awarded  the  Town  of  Ashfield  for  a  solar 
project  to  be  built  at  the  school.  An  energy  audit  of  the  building  has  been 
completed  for  this  project. 

A  building  of  this  age  requires  constant  maintenance  throughout  the 
year. 

This  year  new  bathroom  partitions  were  installed.  Plumbing  fixtures 
were  replaced  in  several  lavatories. 

In  closing,  I  would  like  to  express  my  sincere  thanks  to  all  the  faculty, 
staff,  children,  parents  and  citizens  of  the  Town  for  their  unfailing 
support.

Report 

I  wish  to  submit  the  School  Heahh  Report  for  the  year  ending  1981. 

All  students  have  had  hearing  and  vision  screening.  Parents  were 
notified  of  any  failures  and  requested  to  have  their  child  checked  further 
by  an  appropriate  physician. 

Heights  and  weights  are  also  checked  annually  and  recorded.  All  health 
records  have  been  brought  up  to  date.  Immunization  requirements 
specified  by  the  Department  of  Public  Health  have  been  met  by  all 
students,  and  necessary  reports  filed  with  the  Department. 

Physical  examinations  were  done  by  the  school  physician  on  children  in 
grades  three  and  six.  Head  checks  for  Pediculosis  were  done  periodically. 

Parental  consent  was  asked  for  all  students  to  have  throat  cultures  done 
as  seems  necessary.  There  is  no  charge  for  this  procedure  and  positive 
reports  are  sent  directly  to  the  child's  physician.  Strep  infections  may  be 
quickly  diagnosed  and  treated  promptly  thereby  preventing  the  serious 
complications  that  may  come  from  an  untreated  strep  infection. 

We  had  a  dental  screening  program  with  services  volunteered  by  Mrs. 
Roxeen  Parker  and  a  local  dentist.  All  students  with  permission  from  home 
had  their  teeth  checked  and  recommendations  for  care  if  necessary  were 
sent  to  the  parents. 

An  educational  film  on  body  changes  during  adolescence  was  shown  to 
the  fifth  and  sixth  grade  students  with  parental  permission. 

I  wish  to  thank  Mrs.  Conant  and  her  staff  for  their  support,  cooperation 
and  assistance  to  me  during  the  year  as  school  nurse.

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Selectmen's  Report 


The  Town  of  Ashfield  has  managed  to  get  through  another  year 
operating  under  the  constraints  of  Proposition  IVi,  but  this  has  required 
many  economies.  We  are  grateful  to  the  Highway,  Fire,  Police  and  other 
departments  for  maintaining  their  past  high  level  of  service  with  limited 
resources.  The  budgets  for  the  coming  fiscal  year  will  again  necessarily 
have  to  be  austere. 

The  Highway  Department  continued  its  reconstruction  of  Spruce 
Corner,  Apple  Valley,  Bear  Swamp  and  Bug  Hill  Roads.  Also  several  roads 
received  an  asphalt  and  stone  sealing  application  which  should  retard 
deterioration  on  these  roads  for  several  years.  The  cost  of  materials  is  so 
high  it  is  difficult  to  seal  as  many  miles  each  year  as  should  be  done.  The 
following  suggestion  will  help  maintain  a  better  road  surface:  "Don't  drive 
on  the  same  area  of  the  road  every  time".  It  has  been  proven  that 
concentrated  effort  to  use  a  different  track  in  the  road  will  give  the  asphalt 
and  gravel  the  necessary  compaction  for  firmness.  This  is  especially  true  on 
the  less  traveled  roads. 

The  board  signed  a  Police  Mutual  Aid  agreement  with  the  Towns  of 
Buckland,  Conway  and  Shelburne  providing  for  reciprocal  coverage  by  the 
Police  Departments  of  the  participating  towns. 

The  first  full  year  of  operation  of  the  transfer  station  went  smoothly 
staying  well  within  its  budget.  The  glass  and  paper  recycling  shed 
contributed  a  great  deal  to  this  success  and  our  thanks  go  to  the  Scouts  and 
many  others  who  did  so  much  for  this  all  -  volunteer  effort. 

The  sewer  project  has  finally  picked  up  momentum.  Tests  were 
completed  on  the  additional  site  during  1982,  and  the  State  finally  gave  the 
green  light  to  proceed  with  the  community  septic  system.  The  town  is 
about  to  face  a  period  of  major  decisions  on  the  sewer  question.  There  is 
bound  to  be  intense  debate  and  we  hope  that  all  will  approach  the  issues  in 
a  constructive  manner.  One  thing  is  certain.  We  all  stand  to  benefit  from  an 
adequate  sewer  system,  both  those  in  the  "village"  and  those  outside  who 
use  facilities  in  town.  Particularly  important  is  the  long  -  term  health  of  our 
lake,  our  most  valuable  natural  resource. 
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There  has  been  no  progress,  on  the  other  hand,  on  the  town's  water 
problem.  Acceptance  of  the  enabling  act  to  form  a  Water  District  was 
rescinded  on  February  4  and  the  privately  owned  Ashfield  Water  Company 
continues  to  be  responsible  for  supplying  water. 

There  has  been  unfortunate  postponement  in  the  issuance  of  tax  bills  for 
fiscal  year  1983  caused  by  additional  requirements  in  the  State's 
certification  of  the  tax  rate.  There  has  been  a  heartening  response  from 
many  taxpayers  to  the  Assessors'  appeal  for  voluntary  payments,  but  it  still 
has  been  necessary  for  the  town  to  take  out  short  -  term  loans  in 
anticipation  of  revenue.  Interest  payments  on  these  loans  have  been  an 
additional  burden  on  the  town. 

The  policy  of  inviting  competitive  bidding  on  all  eligible  purchases  has 
been  continued.  Competitive  bidding  was  utilized  for  all  the  following 
during  the  year:  New  hose  and  air  -  breathing  equipment  for  the  Fire 
Department,  a  new  sander  to  replace  the  worn  -  out  sander  for  the  dump 
truck  and  a  small  sander  for  the  Highway  Department's  pickup  truck, 
culvert  pipe,  bituminous  concrete,  washed  stone,  winter  sand  and  salt. 

The  town's  accounting  has  been  improved  by  instituting  a  double  entry 
bookkeeping  system  as  of  July  1, 1982.  This  has  made  possible  current  and 
concise  information  on  the  status  of  town  finances.  The  Finance 
Committee  met  weekly  throughout  the  year  and  made  recommendations 
on  all  appropriations  and  other  matters  involving  town  funds. 

Probably  no  event  during  the  year  aroused  greater  interest  and  the 
concern  of  the  townspeople  than  the  disappearance  of  the  stone  watering 
trough  on  John  Ford  Road.  Ashfield  can  be  grateful  to  the  alert  members  of 
the  Highway  Department  and  the  Police  Department  for  the  safe  return  of 
this  historic  landmark. 

The  selectmen  would  again  like  to  thank  the  people  of  the  town  for  their 
continued  support  and  a  special  thank  you  to  all  those  who  give  so  freely  of 
their  time  and  energies  to  the  various  on  -  going  services  which  make  the 
Town  of  Ashfield  unique.

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Report  of  the 
Fire  Department 


Again  this  year  the  Ashfield  Firemen's  Association  fund  drives  were 
very  successful  and  I  would  like  to  thank  the  men  and  their  families  for  the 
time  and  effort  so  freely  given  and  the  people  who  so  generously  supported 
us.  The  money  raised  was  used  to  purchase  the  following  items  of 
equipment:  6  turn  -  out  coats,  1  pair  of  boots,  2  helmets,  and  a  fire  radio  and 
CB  radio  for  Engine  #1.  We  were  also  able  to  pay  for  the  Pee  Wee  and  Little 
League  accident  insurance  as  we  have  done  in  the  past. 

As  voted  under  a  separate  article  at  the  Annual  Meeting,  we  purchased 
1800'  of  3"  hose  and  2  Scott  Air  Packs  with  spare  tank  and  carrying  case. 
Although  a  total  of  $8,000  was  appropriated,  we  are  pleased  to  report  that 
the  total  cost  of  this  equipment  was  $6,757.32. 

The  following  equipment  was  purchased  and  paid  for  out  of  the  Fire 
Department  Budget:  1  Halon  fire  extinguisher  for  use  on  electric  office 
equipment  with  printed  circuits,  4  pair  of  boots,  4  helmets,  1  turn  -  out  coat, 
2  nozzles  and  a  replacement  liner  for  the  portable  tank. 

A  variety  of  training  courses  were  completed  this  year  by  department 
members.  Massachusetts  Fire  Academy  courses  were  Tactics  &  Strategy 
taken  in  Plainf ield,  Self  Contained  Breathing  Apparatur  in  Ashfield,  Pump 
&  Hydraulics  in  Bernardston,  Ventilation  &  Entry  in  Northfield.  Courses 
at  Meadowood  Drill  Yard  in  N.H.  were  Wood  Heat  Appliances  &  Fire 
Safety,  Aircraft  Emergency  and  Structural  Fire  Fighting.  A  course  on  Rural 
Fire  Fighting  Tactics  was  taken  in  Brattleboro,  Vt.  and  a  Radio 
Communications  course  was  given  in  Ashfield  by  the  Amherst  Fire  Dept.  I 
would  like  to  make  note  here  that,  although  the  town  pays  for  the  tuition 
charges,  the  men  of  the  department  pay  for  their  own  travel,  food  and 
lodging  expenses.  We  continue  to  hold  our  regular  monthly  drills. 

The  estimated  value  of  property  involved  in  fire  emergencies  in  1982 — 
$1,505,230;  loss  on  property— $116,189;  insurance  paid— $109,089;  losses 
not  covered— $7,100.

Report  of  the 
Civil  Defense  Director 

The  Civil  Defense  Headquarters  are  located  in  the  basement  of  the 
Belding  Memorial  Library.  This  is  also  our  Fallout  Shelter  and  is  equipped 
with  a  standby  emergency  generator  as  well  as  a  Civil  Defense 
communications  radio  and  some  emergency  supplies. 

The  Citizen  Band  Radio  is  based  in  the  Police  Department  headquarters 
and  is  always  monitoring  channel  9.  This  is  an  asset  to  the  Police 
Department  in  case  of  an  emergency  or  disaster. 

The  State  of  Massachusetts  is  required  by  law  to  prepare  plans  for 
nuclear  war  survival  as  directed  by  the  Federal  government  which  requires 
cities  and  towns  to  make  evacuation  and  reception  plans  as  determined  by 
the  State  Director  of  Civil  Defense. 

Again  I  will  repeat  that  the  primary  need  for  the  Civil  Defense 
Preparedness  Agency  results  from  the  ever  present  threat  of  a  nuclear 
attack  and  in  a  secondary  role,  it  is  of  great  value  in  case  of  any  type  of 
disaster  which  might  strike  this  area.

Civil  Defense  Director 
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Conservation  Commission  Report 


The  Ashfield  Conservation  Commission  is  responsible  for  ad- 
ministering the  Wetlands  Protection  Regulations,  Chapter  131,  Section 
40.  The  members  include  Russ  Loomis,  Jr.,  Chairman;  Richard  W.  Kulis, 
Secretary;  Linwood  Lesure,  Member;  Steve  Lilly,  Member;  and  Joanne 
Ostrowski,  Member.  The  Conservation  Commission  meets  on  the  second 
Monday  of  the  month  at  7:30  p.m.  in  the  Town  Hall,  or  at  members'  homes 
during  the  cold  weather  months.  During  the  past  year  the  Conservation 
Commission  received  8  requests  for  wetlands  determination.  All  requests 
were  found  to  be  exempt  from  the  Wetlands  Regulations,  providing  that 
those  individuals  adhere  to  guidelines  set  forth  by  the  Conservation 
Commission  following  an  on  -  site  inspection. 

The  Conservation  Commission  asked  Northeast  Utilities  to  establish  a 
no  -  spray  zone  adjacent  to  the  town  watershed.  This  action  was  due  to  a 
request  by  the  Ashfield  Water  Company  and  concerned  citizens.  This 
request  along  with  other  pressures  from  town  government  resulted  in  the 
mechanical  cutting  of  sensitive  watershed  areas  in  powerline  right  -  of  - 
ways. 

Perhaps  the  most  significant  happening  for  the  Ashfield  Conservation 
Commission  will  occur  on  April  1,  1983  with  the  adoption  of  the  new 
Wetlands  Protection  Regulations.  The  regulations  will  address  such  issues 
as  forestry  and  provide  clear  definitions  of  what  exactly  wetlands  are,  and 
what  jurisdiction  conservation  commissions  have  upon  them. 

The  Ashfield  Conservation  Commission  maintains  an  open  policy  on 
wetlands  concerns  and  close  cooperation  with  the  Ashfield  Selectmen  and 
Town  Planning  Board.

District  Committee  meet  at  least  six  times  during  the  year  to  insure  that 
the  veterans  and  their  families  are  receiving  the  benefits  they  are  entitled 
to  receive.

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Report  of  the  Ashfield 
Energy  Resources  Commission 

This  has  been  the  first  year  of  the  Ashfield  Energy  Resources 
Commission.  The  charge  from  the  state  government  for  this  body  is  to 
provide  local  government  and  citizens  a  broad  scope  of  services  promoting 
energy  conservation.  We  have  attempted  to  continue  the  programs  of  the 
past  Ashfield  Energy  Committee,  as  well  as  take  on  new  activities  as  the 
opportunities  arose. 

The  state  supported  solar  collector  project  at  Sanderson  Academy  was 
reviewed  in  detail  for  technical  and  financial  feasibility.  When  it  became 
evident  that  various  constraints  pushed  the  cost  of  the  project  too  high  to 
give  a  reasonable  return  on  investment,  the  Commission  recommended  to 
reject  all  contractor  bids  and  terminate  the  grant  with  the  state.  This  was 
endorsed  by  the  Selectmen  and  the  School  Board.  The  available  local  funds 
were  directed  towards  an  enhanced  energy  conservation  program  instead. 
The  Commission  undertook  a  caulking  and  weatherstripping  program 
throughout  the  school  and  made  recommendations  for  several  further 
cost-effective  measures. 

The  Commission  has  installed  a  waste  crankcase  oil  recycling  facility  at 
the  town  transfer  station  and  encourages  all  residents  to  use  it  instead  of 
polluting  the  environment. 

Also,  we  now  maintain  energy  use  records  for  all  public  buildings.  As 
these  are  updated  from  year  to  year,  we  will  be  able  to  identify  trends  and 
areas  needing  conservation  efforts. 

A  representative  from  the  Commission  has  continued  to  take  part  in  the 
Franklin  County  Energy  Task  Force  and  to  keep  town  officials  informed  of 
developments. 

We  write  monthly  articles  for  the  Ashfield  News  on  topics  that  are  of 
interest  to  energy  users. 

Finally,  the  Commission  holds  regular  monthly  meetings  that  are  open 
to  anyone.  We  welcome  the  participation  of  any  interested  individuals.

The  Fred  W.  Wells  Trust  was  again  able  to  increase  the  total  of  its 
annual  grants.  Funds  available  for  the  fiscal  year  1982  -  1983  of  $119,687 
were  allocated  for  the  benefit  of  residents  of  Franklin  County. 

Grants  totaling  $43,000  were  made  to  the  Visiting  Nurse  Association 
for  their  Maternal  and  Child  Care  Program,  NELCWIT  (New  England 
Learning  Center  for  Women  in  Transition),  Hospice,  Mohawk  Valley 
Medical  Center  and  Franklin  County  Public  Hospital  Alcohol  Program. 

Awards  for  achievement  in  agriculture  of  $6,287  were  distributed  at  the 
Franklin  County  and  Heath  Fairs  in  cooperation  with  the  4  -  H  Club. 

Scholarships  aggregating  $70,400  were  granted  to  130  area  students  to 
assist  them  in  attending  a  wide  range  of  educational  institutions.  Of  this 
amount  $3,600  was  awarded  to  eight  Ashfield  students.  It  is  becoming 
increasingly  difficult  to  divide  available  funds  among  the  growing  number 
of  highly  qualified  applicants.

ANNUAL  REPORT 
From  July  1,  1981  to  June  30,  1982 

I  herewith  submit  my  annual  report  of  the  Franklin  County  Cooperative 
Building  Inspector  Program  for  the  Fiscal  Year  1982. 

During  the  first  six  months  of  Fiscal  Year  1982  Edward  Crafts  served  as 
Building  Commissioner  for  the  FCCBIP.  Mr.  Crafts  announced  his 
retirement  and  on  December  31,  1982,  submitted  his  resignation.  Mr. 
Crafts  was  effective  and  highly  respected  during  his  years  with  the 
Cooperative.  We  wish  to  thank  him  for  conscientious  service  and  wish  him 
well  with  his  new  endeavors. 

On  January  1,  1982,  I  assumed  the  duties  of  Building  Commissioner, 
replacing  Mr.  Crafts.  During  the  latter  half  of  the  Fiscal  Year  business 
proceeded  as  usual  with  few  substantial  changes  in  the  Mass.  Building 
Code. 

The  primary  function  of  this  office  is  to  issue  building  permits  and 
conduct  inspections  of  new  construction,  renovations,  installation  of  wood 
stoves,  chimneys,  and  solar  collectors;  to  conduct  annual  inspections  of 
public  buildings;  and  to  act  as  zoning  officer  in  each  of  our  thirteen 
towns.  We  strongly  urge  residents  of  our  member  towns  to  call  or  visit  our 
office  for  information  regarding  structural  design,  zoning,  wood  stove  and 
furnace  installation,  general  fire  prevention,  insulation,  solar  equipment, 
and  other  related  topics. 

I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  residents  and  town 
officials  of  our  thirteen  member  towns  for  the  cooperation  given  to  this 
office  during  the  past  year.

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Board  of  Health  Report 


During  the  year  the  Board  of  Health  inspected  fifteen  new  or  repaired 
septic  systems  and  conducted  eight  other  special  investigations.  Ashfield 
Lake  water  was  tested  for  coliform  bacteria  and  found  to  be  well  within 
acceptable  limits  for  swimming. 

Herbicide  treatment  of  the  power  line  right  of  way  provoked 
considerable  interest  during  the  summer.  Working  with  the  Ashtield 
Water  Company,  the  Conservation  Commission,  the  School  Committee 
and  other  interested  persons,  the  board  negotiated  with  Northeast 
Utilities  for  a  compromise  plan  whereby  the  half  -  mile  watershed  area  was 
hand  cut.  This  compromise  was  approved  at  a  Special  Town  Meeting  held 
on  September  16.  Money  was  appropriated  for  the  town's  share  of  the 
cutting  at  that  time  and  the  Ashfield  Water  Company  subsequently 
reimbursed  the  town  for  this  expense. 

The  board  arranged  to  obtain  flu  vaccine  free  of  charge  from  the  State 
Department  of  Public  Health  for  a  flu  clinic  held  on  October  27.  Organized 
by  the  Parish's  Committee  on  Community  Concerns,  the  clinic  enabled  100 
elderly  and  other  qualified  persons  to  obtain  free  flu  shots. 

As  required  by  the  State,  records  were  kept  on  reported  cases  of 
communicable  diseases.  Residents  are  reminded  that  cases  of  com- 
municable diseases  such  as  measles,  mumps,  chickenpox,  strep  throat,  etc. 
should  be  reported  to  the  school  nurse  or  the  Town  Office. 

The  board  organized  a  clean  -  up  on  June  12  of  the  Bronson  Avenue 
section  of  the  South  River.  Over  a  dozen  volunteers  participated  and  the 
result  was  considerable,  if  temporary,  improvement.

Sales  of  real  estate  are  continuing  to  reflect  the  increases  shown  in 
previous  years.  This  indicates  that  Ashfield  is  still  a  desirable  town  in 
which  to  invest,  or  maybe  just  a  good  place  in  which  to  live. 

The  board  increased  real  estate  and  personal  property  valuations 
approximately  8%  to  a  total  of  40  million.  These  values  have  finally  been 
approved  by  the  State,  thereby  confirming  that  the  Board's  work  is  within 
the  accepted  range  of  100%.  Because  of  inflation  which  is  reflected  in  real 
estate  sales,  yearly  valuation  increases  are  necessary  to  maintain  this  100% 
valuation  throughout  the  town. 

Calendar  year  '82  provided  us  with  44  arms  length  sales  which  will  be 
used  to  help  us  set  values  for  Fiscal  '84. 

Fiscal  '83  tax  levy  was  set  at  $642,854.00.  Fiscal  '84  levy  is  yet  to  be 
determined. 

Setting  of  the  Fiscal  '83  tax  rate  and  subsequent  issuing  of  tax  bills  has 
been  delayed  due  to  increased  requirements  by  the  State  Department  of 
Revenue.  The  continual  interruption  and  new  requirements  will  be 
reflected  in  extra  cost  to  the  taxpayer,  as  well  as  frustration  to  the  Board  of 
Assessors. 

We  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  express  our  sincere 
appreciation  to  Warren  Chase  for  the  hours  and  days  of  diligent  work  he 
has  performed  for  the  town  by  helping  us  with  the  measuring  of  buildings 
and  the  compilation  of  unending  data.

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Police  Department  Report 


This  year  the  towns  of  Buckland,  Conway,  Shelburne  and  Ashfield 
signed  a  Mutual  Aid  Pact  between  the  police  departments  and  selectmen  of 
the  towns.  It  is  similar  to  the  Fire  Department's  Mutual  Aid  Pact  which 
will  allow  police  to  call  on  neighboring  town  police  departments  when 
needed. 

The  study  for  E911  is  still  very  much  alive  and  I  am  still  on  the 
committee.  Because  of  Proposition  2Vi  funds  are  not  readily  available  and 
those  involved  on  the  committee  are  trying  to  find  ways  to  raise  the  money 
to  implement  the  program.  Eventually  it  is  planned  to  implement  E911 
throughout  the  commonwealth.  Franklin  County,  with  its  investigations 
and  work  on  E911  for  over  a  year,  will  be  that  much  ahead  when  the 
statewide  system  becomes  a  reality. 

The  Ashfield  Police  Association  helped  the  Police  Department  buy  a 
new  typewriter  much  needed  for  all  the  paper  work.  The  association  wants 
to  purchase  a  portable  telephone  for  the  department  and  are  also  hoping  to 
get  a  hand  held  radar.  The  old  radar  takes  a  long  time  to  set  up  and  take 
down.  When  the  men  are  using  it  and  get  a  call  to  be  somewhere  else,  they 
have  to  take  it  all  down  and  then  set  it  all  back  up  when  they  return.  The 
more  we  use  radar  in  town,  the  more  money  we  collect  which  goes  into  the 
treasury. 

The  one  day  off  a.  week  that  the  chief  has  had  since  July  1  has  worked  out 
well.  Officer  Steve  Greenman  is  working  the  one  day. 

As  for  statistics,  accidents  are  down  almost  50%;  breaks  and  dog 
complaints  have  also  come  down. 

I  want  to  thank  all  the  police  personnel  who  work  for  the  department 
and  their  families  that  make  our  system  work.  Our  roast  beef  dinner  has 
enabled  us  to  add  more  equipment  every  year.  The  income  has  given  us, 
over  the  past  years,  radios,  camera  equipment,  the  typewriter  and  now 
hopefully  it  can  help  with  a  portable  phone  and  radar. 

The  selectmen  and  townspeople  have  been  very  supportive  over  the 
past  year  and  we  appreciate  it.

Money 
donated  at  the  Blood  Pressure  Clinic  was  used  to  purchase  a  bag  mask 
resuscitator  for  the  ambulance.  A  slate  of  officers  was  elected  to  preside 
over  monthly  meetings:  Pat  Arvidson,  President;  Philip  Lussier,  Vice 
President;  Richard  Steward,  Recording  Secretary;  Janice  Scott,  Treasurer. 

A  new  program,  in  coordination  with  the  Emergency  Department  of  the 
Franklin  County  Public  Hospital,  has  allowed  two  of  our  RN  -  EMTs  to  use 
their  advanced  life  support  skills  on  ambulance  runs  in  time  of  heed. 
Dianne  Field  has  completed  certification  to  use  IV  (intravenous)  therapy 
on  ambulance  runs  while  Barbara  Wickland  will  soon  be  so  certified. 

Four  new  dispatchers  have  joined  the  Service  in  1982,  including  Mary 
Fitz  -  Gibbon,  Sarah  Millner,  Betty  Pickhardt  and  Phyllis  Smith. 

In  spite  of  inflation,  the  Service  was  again  able  to  meet  its  operating 
expenses  through  donations.  Thanks  are  extended  to  families  and  friends 
who  made  contributions  in  memory  of  Richard  Clark,  Mildred  Day,  Anna 
Donielo,  Mary  Krasnoselsky,  Dorothy  Pease,  Hester  Phelps,  Norman  Pike 
and  the  Schreiber  infant.

Visiting  Nurse  &  Health  Services 

Report 


The  Visiting  Nurse  &  Health  Service  provides  a  comprehensive  array  of 
health  services  to  patients  in  their  homes.  Services  are  provided  from  8:00 
a.m.  to  9:00  p.m.  seven  days  per  week  and  holidays.  Twenty-four  hour 
professional  on-call  services  are  available  to  patients  enrolled  in  the 
Franklin  County  Hospice  program  which  is  a  joint  effort  of  Franklin 
County  Public  Hospital,  Farren  Memorial  Hospital,  Montague  Nursing 
Department  and  Visiting  Nurse  &  Health  Services.  Skilled  nursing 
services  include  injections,  dressings,  general  health  assessment, 
treatments,  teaching  patients  about  their  diseases  and  how  to  manage 
them  independently,  monitoring  patients'  conditions,  and  care  of  the 
terminally  ill.  Services  of  a  physical  therapist,  occupational  therapist  and 
speech  pathologist  are  provided  as  necessary.  Services  of  home  health  aides 
are  also  available  to  provide  for  personal  care  needs  of  patients  carried  in 
the  therapeutic  program. 

Statistics  for  the  above  services  provided  to  Ashfield  residents  in  1982 
are  as  follows: 


In  addition,  the  VN&HS  has  a  large  component  of  homemakers  whose 
services  are  available  to  help  the  frail  elderly  to  remain  independent  and  at 
home  by  assisting  with  housekeeping,  shopping  and  errands. 

Other  VN&HS  programs  include  a  Maternal  &  Child  Health  program 
which  focuses  on  teaching,  prevention  and  guidance  in  the  area  of 
parenting,  infant  and  child  health,  and  skilled  therapeutic  service  as 
needed. 

The  agency  is  also  the  administrative  unit  that  provides  for  the  WIC 
(Women's  Infants  and  Children's  Supplemental  Food)  program  in  all  of 
Franklin  County,  Hampshire  and  in  the  Athol  area  of  Worcester  County.

Tree  Warden  Report 

Two  ice  storms  in  1982  created  a  lot  of  repair  pruning  to  many  damaged 
trees  in  town.  Some  trees  that  were  beyond  repair  were  removed.  Brush 
and  wood  from  ice  breakage  lined  the  roadsides  for  months  and  eventually 
was  hauled  away  to  the  dump  by  town  crews. 

In  early  summer  another  tree  problem  developed  from  our  ever 
changing  New  England  weather.  A  combination  of  rough  winter  weather 
followed  by  a  wet  spring  provided  the  perfect  environment  for  a  fungus 
known  as  Steganosporium  canker  to  develop.  This  fungus  attacks  the  outer 
portions  of  tree  branches  and  causes  a  lot  of  dieback  mostly  to  the  maple 
family.  Although  this  disease  is  not  particularly  serious  it  does  cause 
concern  from  many  tree  owners  and  for  a  time  is  rather  unsightly. 

In  our  favor  however,  was  the  decrease  in  the  Gypsy  Moth  population 
and  the  minimal  damage  caused  by  these  leaf  eaters  tothe  forests.  Some 
think  the  wet  spring  and  early  summer  caused  a  virus  to  weaken  and  kill  a 
lot  of  the  Gypsy  Moth.  This  all  proves  nature  can  do  as  much  good 
sometimes  as  it  can  do  harm. 

A  few  trees  were  cabled  in  order  to  preserve  and  protect  them  from 
breakage. 

A  stump  removal  contract  is  scheduled  to  be  released  in  the  spring. 
Approximately  twenty  stumps  will  be  chipped  below  ground  level  and  new 
trees  will  be  replanted  in  some  of  the  vacant  spots.

Circulation  for  1982  was  14,446  which  included  316  Inter  -  Library  -  Loans. 
We  added  450  books  to  our  collection,  294  were  purchased  and  156 
donated.  A  smoke  detector  was  also  installed  in  the  basement. 

The  library  has  filled  the  need  for  a  group  of  pre  -  schoolers  to  meet  for 
reading  and  activities  one  afternoon  a  week  from  1-3  pm.  This  has  worked 
out  very  well  with  two  adults  in  charge  of  about  ten  youngsters. 

We  had  a  book  sale  at  the  Fall  Festival  which  gave  us  a  chance  to  dispose 
of  material  that  were  either  duplicates  or  out  -  dated.  I  would  like  to  thank 
those  who  helped  transport  books  and  worked  at  the  town  hall.  They  were 
David  Epstein,  Tom  Mahnken  and  Chris  and  Sandy  Zalenski. 

The  Trustees:  Walter  Whitney,  Chairman;  Carol  Pepyne,  Secretary  - 
Treasurer;  Ann  Lilly, James  Craig  and  Clayton  Craft  continue  their  efforts 
to  hold  the  town's  share  of  the  library  budget  at  the  level  of  earlier  years. 
We  again  received  state  aid  funds  in  1982.  The  book  budget  must  always  be 
20%  of  the  total  budget  in  order  to  receive  state  aid,  and  for  this  reason  the 
trustees  must  continually  review  the  budget  to  maintain  this  ratio. 

James  Craig  continues  to  represent  the  library  at  meetings  of  the 
Western  Regional  Advisory  Council  of  the  Western  Mass.  Regional 
Library  System.  In  September  he  was  elected  to  a  one  -  year  term  as 
Trustee-  at  -  Large  of  Western  Mass.  Regional  Free  Public  Library  System 
Inc. 

Despite  cuts  in  library  services  everywhere,  due  to  proposition  2V2,  the 
small  van  from  the  Bookmobile  continues  to  visit  the  library  every 
Wednesday  to  bring  material  requested  and  return  what  has  come  back. 
Ann  Lilly  brings  the  material  up  from  Forbes  between  the  Wednesday 
visits,  thus  speeding  up  our  Inter  -  Library  -  Loan  requests.  The  large  van 
still  visits  about  every  6  -  8  weeks  renewing  our  collection.  About  300  books 
are  exchanged  on  those  days.  Alice  Whitney's  assistance  on  Bookmobile 
day  is  really  appreciated.  Jan  Mahken  and  Marianne  Hurley  have  filled  in 
on  the  Bookmobile  also. 
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Many  residents  have  contributed  to  the  library  in  so  many  ways  during 
the  year,  with  donations  of  books  and  materials,  displays  for  the  cabinet, 
exhibits  in  the  library,  services  rendered,  continuing  memorial  funds  and 
monetary  donations.  We  appreciate  their  kindnesses.  Through  their 
support  we  have  an  interesting  library  and  a  well  rounded  collection  for  our 
readers'  varied  interests. 

I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  trustees  and  selectmen 
for  their  support,  the  two  assistants,  Annejudson  and  Autumn  Collins  for 
all  their  help,  Marianne  Hurley  for  filling  in  when  needed,  Lin  Williams 
for  all  the  good  deeds  he  does  in  keeping  the  library  maintained  and  my 
family  for  their  assistance  and  patience.  The  patronage  of  our  residents  is 
important  to  us  and  we  welcome  all  to  come  in  and  enjoy  your  library.

The  Council  held  ten  meetings  in  1982  in  members'  homes.  Our  usual 
meeting  time  is  10  A.M.  on  the  first  Tuesday  of  the  month.  Visitors  are 
always  welcome. 

With  the  addition  of  Franklin  Smith  as  a  member  of  the  Committee,  we 
have  achieved  our  full  complement  of  five  members. 

Two  trips  were  sponsored  this  year:  one  in  late  May  to  the  Smith  College 
Museum  where  a  special  exhibit  of  the  Ashfield  artist,  Edwin  R.  Elmer, 
was  viewed,  and  the  second  in  October  to  visit  the  Porter-Phelps- 
Huntington  Museum. 

We  received  a  grant  of  $400  from  the  Massachusetts  Department  of 
Elder  Affairs.  We  will  donate  $250  to  the  Shelburne  Senior  Center  to  help 
defray  their  expenses.  $  100  will  be  used  to  pay  for  the  expense  of  preparing 
and  mailing  a  questionnaire  to  Ashfield  Seniors  to  determine  needs  and 
interests,  and  $50  will  go  toward  a  Hilltown  Enrichment  program,  which 
is  being  planned  in  cooperation  with  the  Councils  of  several  neighboring 
towns. 

We  have  offered  our  services  to  the  Ashfield  Committee  on  Community 
Concerns  and  have  joined  with  them  in  bringing  a  flu  -  shot  clinic  in 
October.  Other  cooperative  efforts  will  probably  ensue  in  the  future.

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Annual  Report  of  the 
Superintendent  of  Schools 


As  I  write  my  fourth  annual  report  as  Superintendent  of  the  nine  town 
area  schools,  I  do  so  with  a  sense  of  optimistic  encouragment.  We  are 
currently  making  excellent  progress  in  all  of  our  schools.  Mohawk  Trail 
has  undergone  a  strenuous  accreditation  evaluation  by  the  New  England 
Association  of  Schools  and  Colleges  with  very  satisfactory  results.  The  12 
member  visiting  committee  reported  that  Mohawk  Trail  has  the  potential 
of  becoming  "the  best"  school  in  the  Commonwealth  within  a  short  period 
of  time,  if  we  complete  our  present  plans  and  carry  out  the  recommen- 
dations contained  in  their  report. 

The  five  elementary  schools  in  the  several  districts  are  also  enjoying 
another  productive  year.  We  continue  to  show  good  results  in  the  area  of 
Basic  Skills  and  Achievement  Testing,  special  education,  Chapter  I  math, 
and  remedial  reading  programs.  There  has  been  a  substantial  amount  of 
curriculum  development  in  the  last  two  years  in  all  of  our  schools.  Some 
schools  have  completed  language  arts  guides  and  are  in  the  process  of 
developing  similar  guides  in  other  curriculum  areas. 

The  budget  preparation  for  next  year  has  again  been  difficult.  In  many 
ways,  this  has  been  the  most  difficult  year  for  many  of  our  nine 
communities  since  the  passage  of  Proposition  IVi.  We  have  serious 
concerns  about  the  impact  of  limited  or  no  growth  budgets  for  the  1983  - 
1984  school  year.  Through  a  combination  of  declining  school  enrollments 
and  limited  budget  growth,  we  have  been  required  to  reduce  teaching  and 
support  staff  positions  in  most  of  our  schools  and  to  drastically  reduce 
requests  for  textbooks  and  other  educational  materials.  School  committees 
have  been  forced  to  postpone  repair  work  and  other  energy  conservation 
projects  that  would  result  in  substantial  savings  in  future  years.  Additional 
reductions  in  our  budgets  will  have  a  devastating  effect  on  our  schools.  It 
will  mean  the  elimination  of  more  personnel  who  are  of  vital  importance 
in  maintaining  quality  educational  programs  in  our  schools. 
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It  is  my  hope  that  school  and  town  officials  will  work  together  in  an 
effort  to  generate  more  revenue  from  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts.  Shortfalls  in  revenue  has  been  our  most  consistent 
budgetary  problem.  Promised  revenues  from  the  state  have  not  been 
forthcoming.  This  has  placed  increased  pressures  on  all  local  governmen- 
tal agencies  and  has  put  us  into  the  uncomfortable  position  of  having  to 
compete  for  the  limited  available  funds. 

This  year  we  have  had  several  new  administrators  join  us.  Philip  Dzialo 
has  been  appointed  Principal  and  Frank  Zak,  Associate  Principal  at 
Mohawk  Trail.  Bruce  Garrow  has  been  serving  as  Principal  at  Sanderson 
Academy,  replacing  Martha  Conant  who  is  on  a  teaching  leave  of  absence 
this  year.  Gordon  Parker  has  been  hired  as  the  Administrator  of  Special 
Education  for  the  several  school  systems. 

At  the  end  of  the  current  school  year  Margarita  Garofalo,  from  the 
student  services  department  at  Mohawk,  and  Vivien  Fuller,  teacher  at 
Sanderson  Academy,  will  retire  after  many  years  of  dedicated  service.  We 
thank  them  for  their  service  and  wish  them  well  in  retirement. 

This  year  a  concentrated  effort  is  being  made  to  keep  parents  and 
community  members  informed  about  events  and  developments  in  our 
schools.  A  nine  town  school  news  page  appears  in  the  West  County  News 
on  a  regular  basis  and  we  are  sending  home  a  monthly  publication  that 
includes  news  from  all  of  the  schools.  We  anticipate  that  these  efforts  to 
keep  our  community  members  better  informed  will  result  in  a  positive 
attitude  toward  the  schools. 

I  extend  an  invitation  to  all  community  members  to  visit  our  schools. 
You  are  invited  to  visit  our  classrooms  or  to  come  and  see  a  play,  concert  or 
athletic  event.  There  are  many  excellent  programs  in  our  schools.  If  you 
make  the  effort  to  visit  our  schools  you  will  see  why  we  are  proud  of  the 
many  achievements  of  our  students  and  of  the  dedicated  staff  members 
who  are  providing  these  quality  educational  services.

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The  faculty  this  year  consists  of  eight  classroom  teachers,  a  special  needs 
teacher  and  a  chapter  I  math  teacher  as  well  as  part  -  time  art,  music  and 
physical  education  teachers.  We  also  have  a  shared  guidance  counselor. 

This  year's  focus  on  textbooks  has  been  concentrated  on  the  area  of 
spelling.  A  decision  was  made  by  the  faculty  to  review  resource  materials 
and  dictionaries  and  to  order  those  materials  to  increase  the  efficiency  of 
Sanderson's  spelling  program. 

Parent  conferences  and  report  card  formats  have  remained  the  same  as 
the  previous  year.  To  increase  communication  between  the  school  and  the 
community,  we  are  trying  the  following  programs  for  the  1982  -  1983 
school  year: 

We  will  be  having  curriculum  days  in  the  month  of  February.  This 
program  will  allow  parents  to  visit  their  children's  classroom  on 
appropriate  days  to  glean  a  better  understanding  of  the  workings  of 
our  classrooms. 

We  have  also  instituted  an  information  system  called 
NEWSLINE.  This  program  is  actually  a  tape  hooked  to  our  school 
telephone  that  allows  interested  parties  to  call  the  school  phone 
from  5  p.m.  to  7:30  a.m.  the  following  morning.  The  taped 
presentation  has  all  the  pertinent  material  and  events  that  relate  to 
the  school  for  that  week 

As  a  new  person  to  Sanderson  I  must  say  that  I  am  amazed  by  the 
dedication  and  hard  work  put  in  by  the  Parent  Volunteers  at  Sanderson 
Academy.

Over  the  past  months,  I  have  witnessed  a  tremendous  growth  both 
organizationally  and  educationally.  To  the  credit  of  both  the  faculty  and  the 
students,  the  school  has  developed  a  sense  of  cohesiveness  and  enthusiasm 
for  the  educational  process. 

As  is  true  in  society,  Mohawk  is  focusing  on  providing  all  its  students 
with  a  solid  foundation  in  the  basics  coupled  with  a  broad  knowledge  of  the 
world  of  humanities  and  sciences.  Computer  programing  has  been 
introduced  in  the  high  school  level;  middle  school  students  are  exposed  to 
units  in  computer  literacy.  A  large  team  of  teachers;  working  with 
consultants  from  NETWORK,  are  developing  a  program  to  infuse  career 
education  within  the  objectives  for  all  courses.  The  staff  is  working  hard  to 
provide  a  superior  education  to  both  the  college-bound  and  the  work- 
oriented  student. 

The  school  community  is  engaged  in  the  process  of  developing 
programs  which  will  provide  students  with  high  expectations  of  both 
themselves  and  the  school.  Students  are  regularly  assessed  using  the  MA. 
Test  of  Basic  Skills.  Our  pass/fail  grade  is  the  fourth  highest  in  the  state. 
We  have  broadened  the  basic  amounts  of  courses  necessary  to  graduate. 
Students  are  showing  progressive  gains  in  standardized  testing. 

The  school  administration  has  developed  a  firm  and  consistent  set  of 
consequences  to  deal  with  student  behaviors.  We  have  noticed  an  increase 
in  the  rates  of  student  attendance  and  a  significant  decrease  in  the 
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frequency  of  unacceptable  behaviors.  Mohawk  students  are  a  source  of 
pride  in  their  communities. 

A  new  method  of  evaluation  has  been  instituted  this  year  which  will 
more  comprehensively  assess  teacher  and  administrator  performance.  By 
adopting  a  management  by  objective  approach,  we  feel  that  we  are 
ultimately  more  accountable  to  the  community  we  serve. 

Another  emphasis  of  the  school  has  been  the  development  of  a 
comprehensive  approach  to  public  relations.  Through  a  new  9  -  Town 
School  News,  the  Mohawk  Journal  (a  student  newspaper)  and  local  media, 
we  have  communicated  the  good  things  which  are  happening  at  the  school. 

Mohawk  continues  to  be  a  school  which  performs  for  the  community  in 
the  area  of  the  arts.  The  Middle  School  musical  "L'il  Abner",  the  High 
School's  "South  Pacific",  one  -  act  plays,  concerts,  etc.  have  drawn  large 
numbers  of  citizens  to  the  school. 

In  summary,  we  believe  that  we  have  an  excellent  school.  We  invite  the 
community  to  visit  and  to  meet  with  us  at  any  time.  We  value  the 
comments  of  the  public  and  we  enjoy  your  presence  in  our  school.

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Selectmen's  Report 

The  past  year,  upon  review,  seems  to  be  fairly  routine  with 
perhaps  a  couple  of  exceptions.  One  of  these  was  the  vote  in  May  to 
commit  the  Town  to  a  long  term  borrowing  contract  to  finance  the 
Town's  share  of  the  sewer  system  in  the  village  area.  This  is  the 
first  long  term  borrowing  by  the  Town  since  Mohawk  Trail 
Regional  School  was  built.  The  other  one  was  the  number  of 
resignations  from  various  boards  and  departments  of  the  Town. 
Whether  this  larger  than  usual  number  in  one  year  is  just  chance  or 
an  indication  of  a  trend  towards  problems  with  the  primarily 
volunteer  government  we  have  enjoyed  up  till  now  remains  to  be 
seen. 

On  June  6,  Russ  Fessenden  resigned  as  a  Selectman.  An  election 
on  August  30  resulted  in  Marianne  Hurley  being  chosen  to  finish 
out  Russell's  term.  Welcome  aboard,  Marianne.  In  January,  Mary 
Tilley  resigned  from  the  Board  of  Assessors  and  Elisabeth  Nye  was 
appointed  to  replace  her.  Betty  was  elected  in  April  to  complete  the 
term  and  has  taken  to  the  job  like  a  duck  to  water.  The  Planning 
Board  had  three  members  resign  during  the  year.  Ed  Pepyne,  Betsy 
Beebe  and  Ed  Zagrubski  chose  to  leave  the  board  for  various 
reasons  and  Mark  Zenick,  Raymond  Cassidy  and  Emmy  Streeter 
were  appointed  to  replace  them  in  that  order.  The  Planning  Board 
has  handled  an  extremely  busy  schedule  this  past  year  and  we 
extend  our  deep  appreciation  to  all  who  have  served  for  their  time, 
effort  and  dedication.  Steven  Pollen  resigned  from  the  Energy 
Resources  Commission  in  October  and  Rick  Chandler  was 
appointed  as  his  replacement. 

In  September,  Bev  Duncan  and  Nat  Smith  resigned  as  Co- 
Directors  of  the  Ambulance  Service.  Douglas  &  Dianne  Field  were 
appointed  as  Co-Directors.  We  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity 
to  thank  Nat  and  Bev  for  their  five  years  of  leadership  and  to  wish 
Doug  and  Dianne  the  best  in  their  new  endeavor.  They  take  over  a 
service  of  which  the  townspeople  can  be  justifiably  proud.  Our  Dog 
Officer,  Mark  Spees,  submitted  his  resignation  in  September  also. 
No  replacement  has  been  found  as  yet  to  fill  this  difficult  but 
necessary  position.  To  both  Mark  and  Pat  a  sincere  thank  you  for 
putting  up  with  all  the  noise,  inconvenience  and  emotional 
problems  caused  by  dog  owners.

The  rebuilding  of  the  last  section  of  Spruce  Corner  Road  was 
begun  in  late  fall  and  went  as  far  as  current  funding  would  allow. 
Hopefully  it  will  be  completed  as  soon  as  weather  and  additional 
financing  permits.  We  are  sorry  for  the  inconvenience  this 
unfinished  project  has  caused  motorists  and  hope  the  finished  road 
will  make  it  all  worth  waiting  for. 

As  mentioned  previously,  the  Town  voted  to  fund  its  share  of  the 
new  sewer  system  through  long  term  borrowing.  Although  much 
remains  to  be  done,  it  appears  that  the  schedule  is  being  met  and 
construction  could  be  underway  in  early  summer.  Hopefully  next 
year's  report  will  be  able  to  claim  completion,  or  at  least  major 
completion,  of  this  project  that  has  been  in  the  works  off  and  on  for 
15  years. 

In  closing,  the  Selectmen  would  like  to  thank  the  townspeople  for 
their  continued  support  and  a  special  thank  you  to  all  those  who 
work  for  the  Town  and  the  many  others  who  donate  their  time  and 
energies  helping  to  make  Ashfield  a  town  we  are  proud  to  live  in.

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Report  of  the  Fire  Department 


We  continued  to  update  our  equipment  this  past  year  and  thanks 
to  the  effort  of  the  Fireman's  Association,  who  donated  $  1,659.94 
to  purchase  needed  equipment,  we  were  able  to  operate  within  our 
budget.  The  association  paid  for  3  coats,  2  helmets,  2  pairs  of  boots, 
a  portable  radio  and  microphone,  a  scanner  for  Engine  #3,  a  radio 
for  Engine  #2,  and  the  premium  costs  of  the  Pee  Wee  and  Little 
League  insurance.  As  a  consequence,  the  town  paid  only  for  a  Dump 
Valve  for  Engine  #2  and  a  pressurized  water  extinguisher  for 
Engine  #3. 

In  addition  to  our  regular  monthly  drills,  fire  department 
members  took  the  following  courses:  Fire  Investigation,  Pumps, 
Flammable  Liquids,  Rescue  from  Heights,  Structural  Fire  Fighting, 
Wilderness  Rescue  and  Use  of  Fire  Extinguishers. 

The  assessed  valuation  of  property  involved  in  fire  emergencies 
during  1983  was  $  1,191,952.  Property  loss  figures  are  incomplete 
at  this  time.

The  Ashfield  Conservation  Commission  is  responsible  for 
administering  the  Wetland  Protection  Regulations,  Chapter  131, 
Section  40.  The  Commission  meets  on  the  second  Monday  of  each 
month  at  7:30  p.m.  in  the  Town  Hall,  or  during  the  cold  weather 
months  at  members'  homes. 

During  the  year  the  Commission  received  six  Requests  for 
Determination  of  which  all  have  been  approved  providing  they 
adhere  to  guidelines  set  forth  by  the  Commission  following  an  on 
site  inspection. 

The  most  important  business  with  the  Commission  during  the 
year  was  the  adoption  of  the  new  Wetland  Protection  Regulations 
on  April  1.  The  new  regulations  are  much  more  extensive  and 
provide  clear  definitions  as  to  what  and  where  the  wetlands  actually 
are  and  what  jurisdiction  the  Conservation  Commission  have  on 
them.  Commission  members  Richard  W.  Kulis,  Linwood  B.  Lesure 
and  Steven  W.  Lilly  attended  the  regional  meeting  of  the  D.E.Q.E. 
where  the  new  wetland  laws  were  explained  in  full  detail. 

During  June,  Richard  W.  Kulis  and  Russell  V.  Loomis,  Jr.  were 
reappointed  to  three  year  terms.  The  Commission  elected  Richard 
W.  Kulis,  Chairman;  Steven  W.  Lilly,  Secretary;  Linwood  B.  Lesure, 
member;  Russell  V.  Loomis,  Jr.,  member;  and  Joanne  Ostrowski, 
member. 

The  Ashfield  Conservation  Commission  maintains  an  open 
policy  on  wetlands'  concerns  and  close  cooperation  with  the 
Ashfield  Selectmen  and  Town  Planning  Board.

Most  of  the  money  was  used  to  pay  medical  bills,  hospital  bills, 
nursing  home  care,  and  for  ordinary  benefits. 

Twenty-one  (21)  of  our  veterans  died  during  the  year.  The  VA 
contributed  a  minimum  of  $  150.00  towards  the  cost  of  each 
funeral.  Free  government  gravemarkers  and  flags  used  to  drape  the 
caskets  were  given  to  the  next  of  kin. 

About  one  thousand  other  services  were  performed  for  the 
veterans  and  their  families  ranging  from  simple  notary  work  to 
completion  of  complex  VA  forms.  Tax  abatements  were  prepared 
for  eligible  veterans  and  families  and  contacts  with  other 
government  agencies  were  made  when  necessary. 

In  essence,  this  center  has  been  used  by  a  large  number  of 
veterans.  It  is  extremely  gratifying  to  me  to  be  in  a  position  where  I 
can  be  of  help  to  them.  It  is  also  very  satisfying  to  have  the  support 
of  the  town  representatives  and  the  various  military  agencies. 
Without  their  help,  we  would  not  be  as  effective.

Report  of  the  Ashf  ield 
Energy  Resources  Commission 

The  Energy  Resources  Commission  held  monthly  meetings,  open 
to  the  public,  where  energy  issues  were  discussed  and  acted  upon. 
Our  primary  concerns  this  year  were  in  making  the  town  buildings 
more  energy  efficient.  The  Commission  conducted  a  weatheriza- 
tion  program  at  Sanderson  Academy  whereby  all  the  doors  and 
windows  were  weatherstripped.  A  demonstration  storm  window 
was  installed  as  one  alternative  solution  to  the  problem  of  heat  loss 
through  the  windows.  The  town  hall  received  a  comprehensive 
energy  audit  that  was  endorsed  by  the  Selectmen.  The  recommend- 
ed conservation  measures  will  be  implemented  by  the  Commission 
in  1984.  The  Commission  also  enacted  a  program  of  gathering  and 
publishing  annual  energy  consumption  and  cost  information  in  all 
town  buildings  so  that  conservation  progress  can  be  noted. 

Tom  Leue  was  appointed  to  an  energy  advisory  committee  at 
Mohawk  Regional  High  School.  The  committee  has  prepared  a 
conservation  program  that  is  currently  underway. 

A  waste  oil  recycling  facility  has  been  installed  in  the  Recycling 
Shed  at  the  town  transfer  station.  Besides  reducing  hazardous 
wastes  in  the  environment,  any  proceeds  will  go  to  furthering  the 
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work  of  the  Commission.  The  Commission  was  awarded  funds 
from  the  State  Energy  Office  for  new  signs  for  this  facility. 

The  Commission  proposed  at  town  meeting  that  a  sum  of  money 
be  appropriated  to  support  the  intervention  effort  aimed  at 
reducing  the  rate  of  electrical  cost  increases.  Although  the  motion 
was  defeated,  voluntary  contributions  were  collected  totalling 
$52.00  which  was  sent  on  to  the  Western  Massachusetts  Coalition 
of  Governments  and  Institution.

ANNUAL  REPORT— FISCAL  YEAR  1983 

I  herewith  submit  my  annual  report  of  the  Franklin  County 
Cooperative  Building  Inspector  Program  for  Fiscal  Year  1983. 

Fiscal  Year  1983  saw  an  increase  in  the  total  number  of  building 
permits  for  the  thirteen  member  towns  to  an  all-time  high  of  503. 
Some  member  towns  such  as  Shutesbury,  Ashfield,  and  Heath  had 
large  increases  in  the  total  number  of  permits  issued  which  would 
seem  to  indicate  that  those  towns  were  the  busiest  and  fastest 
growing.  However,  real  growth  is  usually  best  measured  by  the 
number  of  permits  issued  for  dwelling  units.  The  greatest  increases 
in  the  amount  of  permits  issued  for  dwelling  units  for  member 
towns  of  the  Cooperative  occurred  in  Shutesbury,  Bernardston, 
Conway,  and  Leverett,  in  descending  order.  Some  member  towns 
saw  a  significant  decline  in  permits  issued  for  dwelling  units,  some 
saw  little  change. 

Fiscal  Year  1983  also  saw  an  increase  both  in  building  permit  fees 
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charged  by  the  Cooperative  and  the  projected  square  foot  values  of 
nev^  construction,  as  voted  by  the  FCCBIP  Board  of  Directors  in 
January,  1982,  to  take  effect  on  July  2,  1982.  The  positive  effect  of 
the  increase  in  building  permit  fees  has  been  to  return  more 
revenue  to  the  13  member  towns  and  a  reduction  in  the  cost  of  the 
program. 

The  other  news  of  Fiscal  1983  was  the  final  implementation  of 
the  Construction  Supervisors'  Licensing  Program  by  the 
Massachusetts  Building  Code  Commission.  Now  most  residential 
contractors  are  licensed.  The  full  effect  of  this  program  is  yet  to  be 
seen. 

What's  ahead  for  Fiscal  1984  and  1985?  The  big  change  could 
come  in  a  reorganization  of  the  Mass.  State  Building  Code 
Commission  which  is  administratively  responsible  for  the  Mass. 
State  Building  Code.  Any  reorganization  of  that  body  will  probably 
lead  to  future  Building  Code  changes. 

Finally  I  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  citizens  and 
town  officials  of  our  member  towns  for  the  cooperation  given  to 
this  office  during  the  past  year.

The  forty-four  arms  length  transfers  which  took  place  during 
Calendar  Year  '83  will  be  used  in  determining  values  for  Fiscal  '85. 
The  sales  prices  continue  to  rise  at  an  ever  increasing  rate.  A 
comparison  of  sales  prices  with  the  asssessed  value  shows  an 
increase  of  28%  during  the  last  two  years.  This  increase  is  reflected 
more  in  the  buildings  than  in  the  land  values.  Fiscal  '84  tax  levy  was 
set  at  $658,793  while  the  Fiscal  '84  tax  rate  is  $16.36  per  $1,000. 

Work  progresses  on  the  tax  maps.  The  Board  appreciates  the  help 
of  the  landowners  in  determining  property  boundary  lines. 
Hopefully,  differences  will  be  resolved  in  a  satisfactory  manner. 

We  would  like  to  thank  the  people  of  Ashfield  who  have  been 
cooperative  with  the  Board  in  our  duties  of  measuring  and 
compiling  the  necessary  information  for  a  full  and  fair  valuation.

Police  Department  Report 

The  Police  Department  had  complaints  of  speeding  on  Main 
Street  and  Rt.  112  in  1983  and  during  the  summer  and  fall  put  on  a 
drive  to  slow  the  vehicles  down.  To  help  with  this  we  purchased  a 
new  hand-held  radar,  which  proved  to  be  a  good  investment.  The 
Ashfield  Police  Association  paid  $700  toward  the  cost,  which  was 
$1,095.  The  remainder  came  out  of  the  police  budget.  As  a  result  of 
the  drive,  100  citations  were  given  out  this  year  for  speeding,  stop- 
sign  and  accident  violations. 

We  are  still  having  accidents  at  the  Rt.  112-116  intersection 
despite  the  flashing  light  and  stop  sign.  Some  people  must  think  it  is 
there  for  everyone  else.  We  have  had  many  accidents  there  and  it  is 
to  be  remembered  that  there  were  3  fatalities  prior  to  the 
installation  of  the  light.  It  is  there  for  your  protection.  Please  obey 
it. 

The  rising  costs  in  two  areas  are  making  it  necessary  to  increase 
the  budget.  The  cruiser  is  three  years  old  and  is  costing  more  for 
repairs,  more  often.  Running  radar  is  going  to  cost  us  more  man 
hours,  for  the  men  can  not  be  on  patrol  and  running  radar  at  the 
same  time,  and  in  some  cases  two  men  are  needed. 

The  work  of  the  911  radio  communication  committee,  of  which  I 
am  a  member,  has  come  to  a  standstill.  The  police,  fire  and 
ambulance  departments  in  the  county  feel  that  the  present  radio 
equipment  needs  improving  and  should  also  be  up-dated.  There  are 
many  areas  that  can  not  be  reached  by  radio  and  many  towns  do  not 
have  anyone  to  answer  calls  once  they  leave  their  station.  A 
communication  center  similar  to  Berkshire  County's  where  all  calls 
for  all  departments  come  into  one  center  would  be  a  big  asset  for 
Franklin  County. 

The  statistics  have  stayed  about  the  same  as  you  can  see  by 
comparison  with  last  years.  The  latter  part  of  the  year  we  were 
without  a  dog  officer  and  as  a  result  we  get  a  few  more  calls  relating 
to  dogs. 

We  appreciate  the  support  and  cooperation  from  the  townspeople 
and  town  officials.  It  makes  our  work  a  lot  easier. 

I  want  to  take  this  time  again  to  thank  the  men  and  women  of  this 
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department,  their  families  and  friends  for  their  help  with  our 
annual  dinner.  This  gives  the  department  extra  money  to  buy 
needed  equipment  and  up-date  what  we  now  have.  I  especially  want 
to  give  John  and  Bev  LaBelle  our  thanks  for  all  they  do  on  the 
dinner.  Without  the  two  of  them  it  could  not  be  the  success  it  is.

We  had  67  ambulance 
runs  in  1983.

Report  of  the  Planning  Board 

The  Planning  Board  spent  an  energetic  1983  entertaining 
thirteen  applications  requesting  Special  Permits  to  conduct 
businesses  within  Ashfield.  These  applications  were  presented  at 
public  hearings  and  the  Board  granted  Special  Permits,  at  times 
with  stipulations,  in  each  case.  Whether  influenced  by  the  general 
economic  conditions  or  by  a  desire  to  work  closer  to  home, 
townspeople  applied  for  more  than  twice  as  many  Special  Permits  in 
1983  than  in  1982. 

In  February,  Chairman  Edward  Pepyne  resigned  from  the  Board. 
Elizabeth  Beebe  was  elected  to  fill  the  chair  position  while  the  Board 
of  Selectmen  appointed  Mark  Zenick  to  fill  the  vacancy.  The  Board 
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approved  Special  Permits  for  the  following  commercial  activity:  a 
Karate  School,  Restoration  of  Horsedrawn  Vehicles,  the  Construc- 
tion of  a  New  U.S.  Post  Office  Building,  Editorial  Office,  Addition 
to  Real  Estate  Office,  a  Design  and  Toy  Making  Business,  Soft  Ice 
Cream  Business,  a  Fly  Fishing  Rod  Business,  a  Maple  Syrup  Supply 
and  Equipment  Operation,  the  Preparation  of  Corn  Dough 
Products,  the  Import  of  Natural  Fibers,  Antiques  Business,  a 
Restoration  and  Mail  Order  Automotive  Parts  Business,  and  a 
Lodging  Home. 

In  November  Elizabeth  Beebe  resigned  from  the  Board,  the 
Selectmen  appointed  Raymond  Cassidy  to  fill  this  vacancy. 
Although  it  occurred  very  early  in  1984,  Edward  Zagrubski's 
resignation  from  the  Board  should  be  noted  in  this  report.  At  the 
writing  of  this  report.  Selectmen  were  considering  an  appointment 
to  complete  the  Board's  membership. 

After  completing  one  of  the  busiest  years  ever,  the  Planning 
Board  looks  forward  to  reviewing  the  Town's  By-Laws  to  assess  if 
any  revisions  should  be  brought  to  the  Town's  consideration.  The 
Board  while  thanking  those  citizens  who  demonstrated  an  interest 
in  the  functions  of  the  Board  during  the  past  year,  welcomes  all 
townspeople  to  participate  in  the  activities  of  the  Board. 

The  regularly  scheduled  meeting  of  the  Planning  Board  has  been 
changed  to  the  first  Tuesday  of  each  month  at  7:30  P.M.  at  the 
Town  Hall.

Once  again  a  winter  ice  storm  created  more  than  enough  work 
for  the  tree  warden.  Trees  that  had  been  damaged  from  the 
previous  year's  ice  storm  were  repaired  for  the  second  time  in  2 
years.  Sections  of  town  with  higher  elevations  such  as  Watson- 
Spruce  Corner,  Norton  Hill  and  Briar  Hill  were  the  hardest  hit. 

A  reduction  in  the  number  of  dead,  dying  and  diseased  trees 
indicated  a  bountiful  rainfall  and  a  good  growing  season.  Some  leaf 
spot  and  leaf  diseases  were  present  because  of  the  wet  conditions 
but  not  to  a  serious  extent. 

A  6  inch  caliper  maple  tree  has  been  genorously  donated  to  the 
town  as  a  street  tree  by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Richard  Walsh  who  live  in  the 
former  Mertle  Percy  house.  This  will  involve  a  great  deal  of 
equipment  and  expertise  to  move  but  should  prove  to  be  a  very 
substantial  and  worthwhile  tree  as  a  replacement  of  those  removed 
on  North  Street. 

I  am  again  grateful  to  those  who  bring  to  my  attention  hazardous 
or  dangerous  trees  that  require  removal  or  repair.  Also  my  thanks 
to  the  highway  department  for  their  cooperation  and  help  when 
needed.

The  library  had  a  detailed  exhibit  of  Belding  memorabilia  during 
the  summer  of  1983.  James  Corcione  of  Conn,  is  a  collector  of 
artifacts  of  the  Beldings  and  their  silk  industry.  We  had  an  extensive 
display  throughout  the  library  of  some  of  Mr.  Coricone's  collection. 
It  gave  us  the  opportunity  to  learn  something  of  our  benefactor 
Milo  M.  Belding  who  gave  so  much  to  Ashfield  and  the  library. 

Two  resignations  were  accepted  with  regret.  Mr.  Linwood 
Williams,  custodian  for  14  years  resigned  in  December.  His  hard 
work  making  the  library  a  comfortable,  neat  place  to  work  and  visit 
has  been  greatly  appreciated.  We  miss  him.  James  Craig,  library 
trustee,  resigned  in  the  summer  when  he  moved  to  be  closer  to  his 
work  at  the  university  library.  We  appreciate  all  his  work  on  the 
board  and  his  in-put  as  member  of  the  Western  Regional  Advisory 
Council  of  Western  Mass. 

Our  book  sale  at  the  town  hall  during  the  fall  festival  was  even 
more  successful  than  last  year.  The  South  Ashfield  Library  donated 
a  large  quantity  of  books  to  us  when  they  revamped  their  library. 
We  thank  Wendy  Free  who  was  instrumental  in  this  gift.  These 
books  plus  materials  that  had  been  given  to  us  and  we  could  not  use, 
and  material  we  discarded,  were  put  in  the  sale.  Our  thanks  to  those 
who  helped:  Debbi  Billieux,  Dave  Epstein,  Tom  Mahnken  and  all 
the  members  of  my  family.  Without  their  help  it  would  have  been 
an  impossible  task. 

In  the  early  part  of  the  year  we  had  a  Nine  Town  Library  meeting. 
Part  of  the  meeting  was  a  book-mending  workshop  instructed  by 
Steve  Thibault  who  does  this  as  part  of  his  work  in  the  Western 
Regional  Public  Library  System. 

We  were  also  the  intermediary  for  the  South  Ashfield  Library  for 
films  they  borrowed  to  put  on  programs  at  their  library  on  Sunday 
evenings,  which  proved  very  successful. 

We  have  had  the  good  fortune  to  have  displays  in  our  cabinet  that 
have  been  interesting  and  timely.  Residents  have  also  used  the 
library  to  exhibit  photographs,  drawings  and  paintings.  Greg 
Thorpe,  son  of  Carl  Thorpe,  has  a  photograph  on  indefinite  loan. 
The  Cub  Scouts  displayed  their  drawings  in  the  children's  room  as  a 
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result  of  a  contest  they  had  on  scouting.  We  welcome  additions  to 
our  library  such  as  these. 

The  library  is  very  fortunate  to  have  residents  who  are  so 
generous  to  our  cause.  We  are  very  grateful  for  all  the  donations  we 
have  had  throughout  the  year:  gifts  of  money,  regular  con- 
tributions to  on-going  memorial  funds,  books,  magazines,  puzzles, 
records  and  games.  With  the  price  of  books  today  it  is  all  very  much 
appreciated.  It  gives  us  the  opportunity  to  improve  and  extend  our 
collection  and  yet  stay  within  the  confines  of  IVi.  We  added  345 
books  to  our  collection,  189  were  purchased  and  156  were  gifts. 

Despite  cuts  in  budgeting  the  bookmobile  continues  to  supply  us 
with  extra  books  every  6-8  weeks.  We  appreciate  Alice  Whitney 
faithfully  donating  her  time  to  help  us  choose  books  when  it  comes. 
The  weekly  van  deals  with  requests  for  material.  It  saves  us  a  large 
amount  of  postage  during  the  year.  It  is  one  of  the  most  valuable 
parts  of  the  Western  Regional  Library  System.  Ann  Lilly,  a  member 
of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  library,  continues  to  bring  book 
requests  from  Forbes  Library  where  she  works  in  the  Inter- 
Library-Loan  Department.  She  brings  requests  that  are  not  in  the 
bookmobile  collection.  Her  commitment  to  this  service  is  much 
appreciated.  With  the  regional  van  coming  weekly  with  requests 
and  Ann's  assistance,  it  makes  a  very  efficient  Inter-Library-Loan 
service  to  our  library. 

I  wish  to  personally  thank  the  trustees  for  their  faith  in  me.  Anne 
Judson  and  Autumn  CoUins  for  all  their  help  and  support  in  the 
library.  Mrs.  Lucy  Sagalyn  who  has  been  volunteering  her  time  on  a 
regular  weekly  basis  to  work  on  our  inventory. 

Our  circulation  for  1983  was  14,270  and  we  had  120  new  patrons 
that  took  out  cards.  My  deep  appreciation  goes  to  the  residents  for 
their  support,  encouragement  and  steady  patronage  over  the  past 
year  to  make  the  library  a  success.

Then  the  Council 
faced  the  difficult  problem  of  which  ideas  to  select  and  how  to  carry 
them  out.  To  meet  this  challenge,  the  first  public  meeting  of  senior 
citizens  was  held  in  November.  The  meeting  was  well  attended  and 
the  response  was  positive.  It  is  hoped  that  future  meetings  will 
enable  us  to  play  a  more  active  role  among  the  seniors  of  Ashfield.

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Annual  Report  of  the 
Superintendent  of  Schools 

It  is  with  great  pleasure  that  I  submit  my  fifth  annual  report  as 
Superintendent  of  the  nine  town  area  schools. 

In  the  past  several  months  there  have  been  numerous  reports 
released  on  the  status  of  education  in  the  United  States.  The  report 
that  has  received  the  most  attention  was  the  report  released  by  the 
National  Commission  on  Excellence  in  Education  entitled,  A  Nation 
at  Risk:  The  Imperative  for  Educational  Reform.  The  report  raised  the 
following  concerns: 

1.  The  decline  in  student  achievement  of  American  students 
when  compared  with  other  industrialized  nations. 

2.  Concern  about  the  large  number  of  American  adults  who  are 
functionally  illiterate  in  the  area  of  reading,  writing  and 
comprehension. 

3.  Average  achievement  of  high  school  students  on  most 
standardized  tests  is  now  lower  than  26  years  ago  when 
Russia's  Sputnik  was  launched. 

4.  Decline  in  the  College  Board's  Scholastic  Aptitude  Tests 
scores  from  1963  to  1980. 

5.  There  has  been  a  steady  decline  in  science  and  math  skills  of 
American  students.  There  has  been  a  significant  increase  in 
college  remedial  classes  in  the  past  several  years. 

6.  Business  and  military  leaders  complain  about  the  millions  of 
dollars  that  they  are  required  to  spend  for  remedial  education 
for  their  trainees. 

Another  significant  report  was  the  Joint  Legislative  Committee  on 
Education's  Summary  Report  of  the  Massachusetts  Committee  on  Education. 
Some  of  the  recommendations  contained  in  the  report  are  as 
follows: 

1.  Each  school  district  would  be  required  to  develop  a  Com- 
prehensive Curriculum  and  School  Plan. 
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2.  The  Board  of  Education  would  be  empowered  to  accredit 
school  districts. 

3.  There  would  be  a  system  of  statewide  testing  and  assessment. 

4.  More  vigorous  academic  preparation  of  teachers  and  ad- 
ministration would  be  required  along  with  high  standards  for 
certification. 

5.  Increase  in  the  teacher  work  year  by  10%  and  a  corresponding 
10%  increase  in  salary. 

These  reports  raise  many  serious  issues  and  questions  about 
education  in  the  country  and  specifically  Massachusetts.  However, 
there  has  been  good  progress  made  in  our  school  districts  in  a 
number  of  the  areas  that  were  contained  in  these  two  reports  and 
other  educational  reports  as  follows: 

1.  Students  are  doing  exceptionally  well  on  our  Basic  Skills  Tests. 

2.  Student  results  on  the  achievement  tests  have  shown  steady 
improvement  over  the  past  several  years. 

3.  Students  at  Mohawk  are  obtaining  better  results  on  their 
Scholastic  Aptitude  Tests. 

4.  At  the  high  school  level  students  are  required  to  complete  120 
credits  for  graduation.  Students  must  complete  four  years  of 
English,  social  studies,  science  or  math,  physical  education  as 
well  as  other  electives. 

5.  All  schools  are  in  the  process  of  reviewing  and  upgrading  their 
curriculum  with  an  emphasis  on  more  coordination  between 
the  elementary  schools  and  the  high  school.  Students  in  our 
five  elementary  schools  should  have  common  curriculum 
experiences  by  the  time  they  reach  the  seventh  grade.  This  is  a 
high  priority  of  the  administrative  staff  in  all  of  our  schools. 

6.  In  the  past  two  years  we  have  been  concentrating  on  the 
improvement  of  writing  skills  for  all  students.  Our  Basic  Skills 
Tests  have  shown  that  we  need  improvement  in  this  area. 
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7.  Staff  morale  and  the  commitment  to  educational  excellence  is 
outstanding  at  this  time.  A  high  level  of  trust  and  cooperation 
exists  between  the  school  committee,  administration,  and  staff 
members.  We  are  able  to  use  our  energies  and  resources  in  a 
positive  manner  as  we  concentrate  on  the  important  issues  that 
will  impact  the  future  of  education  in  our  nine  towns. 

8.  An  Administrative  Study  Group  has  been  appointed  by  the 
various  school  committees  to  review  the  services  being 
provided  by  the  Superintendent's  Office.  The  purpose  of  the 
committee  will  be  to  make  recommendations  that  will  result  in 
more  effective  and  efficient  utilization  of  central  office  services. 

This  year  we  have  several  new  administrators.  Gwen  Van  Dorp 
has  been  appointed  Principal  of  Hawlemont  School  replacing  Kevin 
Courtney  who  has  become  the  Director  of  Pupil  Personnel  Service 
for  the  nine  town  area  schools.  One  of  Kevin's  primary  respon- 
sibilities is  serving  as  the  Administrator  of  Special  Education.  Kevin 
replaced  Dr.  Gordon  Parker  who  now  works  as  a  School 
Psychologist  for  the  Mohawk  and  Hawlemont  Regional  Schools. 
David  Rempell  has  become  Principal  of  Colrain  School  replacing 
William  Konzal.  Mr.  Konzal  was  appointed  Supervisory  Principal  of 
four  elementary  schools  in  Buxton,  Maine.  Martha  Conant  has 
returned  to  the  Principalship  of  Sanderson  Academy  after  a  year's 
leave  of  absence. 

I  continue  to  remain  very  optimistic  about  the  status  of  education 
in  our  several  school  districts  both  now  and  in  the  future.  We  will 
need  the  continued  support  and  encouragement  of  the  residents  of 
our  nine  towns  in  order  to  be  successful.  We  sincerely  appreciate 
your  support  in  the  past  and  we  anticipate  that  it  will  continue  in 
the  future.

The  Chapter  I  Program  has  been  expanded  this  year  to  include 
writing  skills  as  well  as  math. 

The  faculty  have  been  making  a  study  of,  and  revising  the  present 
science  curriculum.  New  materials,  science  kits  and  textbooks  will 
be  purchased  to  support  the  updated  curriculum.  The  social  studies 
curriculum  will  also  be  revised  and  rewritten. 

Half  days  for  this  curriculum  planning  have  been  scheduled  for 
each  month  of  the  school  year  except  for  the  March  half-day.  That 
day  will  be  for  both  parents  and  teachers  to  attend  workshops  on 
Early  Childhood  Education,  Alcohol  and  Drug  Education,  Com- 
puter Uses  and  the  Middle  School. 

The  Parent  Volunteer  Program  continues  to  be  an  outstanding 
success.  The  volunteers  are  dedicated  and  generous  with  their  time 
and  effort.  They  work  with  individuals  and  small  groups  of 
students  in  all  phases  of  academic  life.  Child  care  is  provided  for 
volunteers  on  Friday. 

A  Parent  Advisory  Board  was  also  established  this  year.  They 
have  been  meeting  with  teachers  discussing  curriculum  and  teacher 
needs. 

The  spirit  of  helping  the  school  through  a  difficult  economic 
period  continues.  The  Sanderson  Trustees  presented  the  school 
with  a  gift  that  enabled  us  to  buy  a  16  mm  movie  projector.  The 
Sanderson  Alumni  and  PTO  have  continued  to  underwrite  the 
purchase  of  books  for  the  library.  New  reference  materials  have 
been  purchased  as  well  as  new  titles  for  the  shelves.  Private  citizens 
have  also  donated  gifts  that  enabled  our  students  to  attend  a 
performance  of  OLIVER  in  Springfield. 

During  the  Fall  we  have  had  two  in-school  programs  for  our 
students.  These  were  MIME  AND  MASKS  and  BIRDS  OF  PREY. 
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Maintenance  of  the  building  is  an  on-going  project  throughout 
the  year  with  painting  and  replacement  of  equipment  as  needed. 
The  major  improvements  done  during  the  1982 — 1983  school  year 
have  shown  a  savings  in  the  overall  energy  expenditures. 

In  conclusion  I  would  like  to  thank  the  faculty,  staff,  students  and 
community  for  their  support  of  the  school.

Report  1983 

According  to  state  regulations  every  child  has  been  weighed  and 
measured  and  had  their  vision  and  hearing  checked.  All  im- 
munizations have  been  brought  up  to  date.  The  third  and  sixth 
grade  students  had  physical  examinations  either  by  their  own 
physicians  or  by  the  school  physician. 

It  is  now  also  required  that  the  fifth  and  sixth  grade  students  have 
a  postural  screening  examination.  They  were  also  shown  a  film  on 
adolescent  body  changes. 

Periodic  head  checks  were  done  for  pediculosis. 

The  Tuberculin  Mantoux  Test  was  done  as  required  on  the  new 
personnel  and  the  volunteers. 

In  the  spring  dental  screening  was  done  by  two  dental  hygienists, 
Mrs.  Roxeen  Parker  and  Mrs.  Gail  Weidmann,  who  volunteered 
their  services.  The  use  of  the  instruments  and  sterilizer  were 
donated  by  a  local  dentist.  We  have  also  acquired  a  new  dental  chair 
to  aid  in  the  dental  screening. 

During  the  Fall  we  had  a  serious  problem  with  strep  throat, 
including  a  few  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever.  Throat  cultures  were  done 
whenever  indicated.  Parents  were  notified  to  observe  any 
symptoms  their  child  might  have  that  would  indicate  a  strep 
infection.  Hopefully  all  serious  complications  were  prevented  by 
prompt  medical  attention  and  medication.  We  also  had  several  cases 
of  chickenpox  during  the  school  year. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  staff  at  Sanderson  for  their  support  and 
assistance  during  the  school  year.

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Report  of  the  Principal 
of  IVIohawIt  Trail  Regional 
Highi  School 

The  past  school  year  has  been  a  year  marked  by  stability,  tranquility 
and  growth.  Administration,  staff  and  students  have  evidenced  a 
commitment  to  excellence  in  learning  in  a  setting  of  discipline.  In  a 
time  marked  by  criticism  of  educational  processes  on  a  national 
level,  Mohawk  maintains  a  firm  belief  that  every  student  can  learn 
and  succeed  given  the  proper  tools  and  guidance. 

Basic  skills  scores  for  eighth  graders  in  mathematics  and  reading 
have  continued  to  rise  dramatically.  In  the  area  of  SAT  testing, 
students  at  Mohawk  have  attained  average  scores  in  Verbal  and 
Math  areas  which  were  50  points  higher  than  preceding  years.  The 
school  remains  very  proud  of  the  outstanding  efforts  of  faculty  and 
students. 

This  year,  the  school  is  engaged  in  a  process  of  curriculum  review 
and  each  department  is  completing  the  task  of  defining  courses  and 
levels  through  the  medium  of  a  printed  document.  The  Middle 
School  staff  is  also  engaged  in  further  refinements  to  a  program 
which  we  view  to  be  among  the  best. 

Computer  programing  on  two  levels,  Pre-calculus,  Human 
Anatomy,  Advanced  Biology  and  Advanced  Issues  in  Psychology 
are  among  the  newer  offerings  to  challenge  our  more  accelerated 
students. 

In  the  area  of  arts,  the  Middle  School  students  participated  in  a 
musical  "Annie''  which  played  before  two  sold-out  audiences.  The 
reviews  were  highly  complimentary.  The  All-School  Musical,  in 
rehearsal  at  this  writing  is  ''My  Fair  Lady."  Both  in  the  areas  of  arts 
and  athletics,  students  are  evidencing  sincere  and  dedicated  efforts. 

During  this  school  year,  we  have  had  the  pleasure  of  hosting 
seven  Chilean  exchange  students  for  two  months.  A  contingent  of 
Mohawk  students  will  be  spending  time  in  Mexico  in  February. 
Once  again  Middle  School  foreign  language  students  will  visit 
Montreal. 
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The  quality  of  education  at  Mohawk  continues  to  develop  and 
excel.  Thanks  certainly  are  due  to  the  staff  whose  efforts  have  been 
unrelenting.  Appreciation  also  is  given  to  the  citizens  of  the  nine- 
town  school  area  who  have  always  supported  our  budget  which  is 
no  more  than  a  monetary  reflection  of  our  community's  regard  for 
the  education  of  its  young.  Our  students  do  succeed  because  of  your 
generous  support!

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Selectmen's  Report 


The  new  year  started  with  the  good  news  that  Ashfeild  had  won 
the  lawsuit  filed  against  the  town  several  years  ago  by  Elisabeth  S. 
Linscott  over  the  re-location  of  West  Road. 

Due  to  ever-increasing  State  and  Federal  Regulations  and  new 
programs,  many  new  appointments  have  been  made.  We  now  have 
a  Hazardous  Waste  Coordinator,  a  Municipal  Coordinator  for  the 
Right  to  Know  Law  and  a  Municipal  Handicap  Access  Coordinator. 
In  addition  there  is  a  Computer  Study  Committee  headed  by  Dale 
A.  Kirkpatrick,  a  4th  of  July  Committee  headed  by  Clement  Record 
and  a  Community  Development  Commission  which  was  appointed 
to  assess  the  town's  needs  and  concerns  to  assist  the  town  in 
planning  for  the  future  and  applying  for  and  hopefully  obtaining 
grants.  This  commission  will  work  closely  with  the  Planning  Board 
in  their  long-range  planning.  After  a  Town  Meeting  vote  to  create 
an  Historical  Commission,  the  board  made  appointments  to  the 
newly  created  Historical  Commission. 

During  1984  Mark  Zenick  was  named  to  fill  the  vacancy  left  on 
the  Planning  Board  by  Raymond  Cassidy's  resignation  and  Suzanne 
Corbett  was  named  to  fill  the  vacancy  on  the  Park  Commission 
created  by  the  resignation  of  Beverly  LaBelle. 

After  much  discussion  and  meetings  with  engineers  and 
townspeople,  the  board  decided  to  have  the  Town  Hall  Steeple 
removed  and  restored  through  a  volunteer  effort  spearheaded  by 
Stuart  Harris  and  Arnold  Jones.  Abigail  Wilson,  Joanne Ostrowski, 
Douglas  Cranson  and  Elizabeth  Beebe  coordinated  their  efforts  to 
set  up  a  Steeple  Fundraising  Drive. 

Former  Selectman,  Edward  Scott,  was  appointed  as  Sewer 
Liaison  to  provide  some  continuity  with  the  on-going  sewer  project. 
While  this  project  seemed  to  be  moving  right  along,  land 
negotiations  with  Nathaniel  Smith  and  his  sister  were  called  to  a 
halt  by  the  Environmental  Protection  Agency  which  has  instructed 
the  town  to  proceed  no  further  with  negotiations  until  the  EPA 
approves  the  appraisals  made  of  the  property.  At  this  time  we  are 
still  stalled  awaiting  news  of  such  approval. 
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The  beginning  of  Spruce  Corner  Road  was  finally  tarred  this  year 
and  we  intend  to  blacktop  this  section  in  the  coming  year  which  will 
complete  the  entire  road  from  Rte.  112  intersection  to  the  Plainfield 
line. 

This  has  been  an  unusual  year  for  Ashfield  in  that  all  three 
selectmen  were  just  beginning  their  terms  of  service.  We  wish  to 
thank  our  fellow  townspeople  for  their  patience  with  us  as  we  all 
learn  the  ins-and-outs  of  a  new  job  made  increasingly  difficult  by 
ever-changing  State  and  Federal  laws  and  regulations.

The  Commission  meets  on  the  second  Monday  of  the  month  in 
the  Town  Hall  or  in  members'  homes  during  the  winter  months. 

The  main  focus  of  the  Commission  is  to  administer  the  Wetlands 
Protection  Act  for  the  Town  of  Ashfield. 

During  the  past  year  the  Commission  has  held  three  public 
hearings  deaUng  with  wetlands.  The  first  one  was  for  the 
construction  of  an  access  road  and  bridge  to  a  new  gravel  bank.  The 
second  for  the  building  of  a  bridge  over  the  Apple  Valley  Brook  by 
Surprenant  and  Cohen  and  the  third  for  Weston  And  Sampson  for 
work  to  be  done  along  Buckland  Rd.  for  the  proposed  sewer  lines. 

The  Commission  also  received  nine  Forest  Cutting  Plans  for 
logging  operations  to  be  done  in  town.  It  is  required  by  law  that 
anyone  who  cuts  over  50  cords  of  wood  or  25  thousand  board  ft.  of 
timber  for  commercial  use  to  file  a  plan  with  the  local  town  for 
which  the  harvest  is  to  take  place. 

The  Commission  also  acted  on  an  application  for  an  Agricultural 
Preservation  Restriction  Act  for  a  local  landowner. 

It  should  be  noted  that  during  the  past  year  that  Lin  Lesure  did 
not  seek  another  appointment  on  the  Commission.  Lin  has  been  on 
the  Commission  since  its  beginning  and  his  wisdom  and  guidance 
will  surely  be  missed.  In  his  place  the  selectmen  have  appointed 
Roland  Taylor,  Sr.

WESTERN  FRANKLIN 
VETERANS  SERVICE  CENTER 

To  the  Selectmen: 

Once  again  it  is  my  privilege  to  report  to  you  about  some  of  the 
major  activities  which  took  place  at  this  center  during  the  past  fiscal 
year. 

Two  changes  were  made  in  Chapter  115,  Mass.  General  Laws 
pertaining  to  Veterans.  One,  which  became  effective  July  1984, 
provides  that  the  Cities  or  Towns  which  pay  benefits  to  Veterans 
will  be  reimbursed  by  the  state  at  the  rate  of  75%  in  lieu  of  the 
present  50%.  The  other  change  prescribes  that  a  Veterans  Agent, 
appointed  to  disburse  Veterans  benefits  must  be  a  Veteran. 
Previous  to  15  June  1984  this  quahfication  was  not  mandatory 
except  for  those  appointed  as  a  Director  of  a  district  such  as  this 
one.

Activities  of  the  Fred  W.  Wells  Trust  are  directed  to  three  areas  of 
interest:  Education,  Health  and  Agriculture.  Funds  available  for  the 
1984-1985  fiscal  year  were  $114,867.00. 

The  trustees  received  278  applications  for  Education  grants  and 
approved  141  students  to  receive  $79,250.  The  trustees  spent  many 
hours  on  the  selection  process  trying  to  stretch  the  available  funds 
to  cover  as  many  students  as  possible.  Among  those  receiving 
scholarships  were  eight  students  from  Ashfield  who  were  awarded 
a  total  of  $4,000. 

Seven  Health  programs  were  proposed  and  five  were  approved. 
Funds  were  paid  to  Mohawk  Valley  Medical  Center  to  provide 
health  education  and  screening  for  elders.  Visiting  Nurse  Associa- 
tion for  their  maternal  and  child  health  program.  Hospice  Program 
to  increase  the  patient  load  for  the  terminally  ill  to  about  32  people, 
Frankhn  County  Mental  Health  Association  for  medical  rehabilita- 
tion equipment  and  services  for  the  elderly  and  Bernardston 
Council  for  the  Aging  for  a  health  management  program  for  elders 
in  the  Northfield-Bernardston  area.  These  programs  received  a 
total  of  $30,000. 

Prizes  for  Agricultural  accomplishments  were  awarded  through 
the  Franklin  County  Fair,  Heath  Fair,  and  Franklin  County 
Technical  School.  Awards  this  year  were  $5,617.00.

Annual  Report — Fiscal  Year  1984 

I  herewith  submit  my  annual  report  of  the  Franklin  County 
Cooperative  Building  Inspector  Program  for  Fiscal  Year  1984. 

Fiscal  Year  1984  saw  an  increase  in  total  building  permits  issued 
by  this  office.  The  number  of  permits  issued  for  one-  and  two- 
family  dwellings  rose  dramatically  from  a  total  of  85  in  Fiscal  1983 
to  113  in  Fiscal  1984.  The  total  value  of  all  construction  rose  from 
approximately  6.5  million  dollars  in  Fiscal  1983  to  over  9.6  million 
dollars  in  Fiscal  1984.  The  busiest  towns  in  the  Cooperative  were 
Leverett,  Bernardston,  Gill,  Conway,  and  Ashfield. 

The  increase  in  development  has  placed  an  extra  burden  upon  the 
local  town  boards  involved  with  land  use  regulations.  This  office 
has  worked  with  Planning  Boards,  Conservation  Commissions, 
Zoning  Boards,  etc.,  within  our  thirteen  member  towns  in  an  effort 
to  establish  clear  procedures  for  the  granting  of  building  permits 
and  the  enforcement  of  zoning  bylaws,  therby  reducing  and 
attempting  to  eliminate  any  unnecessary  inconvenience  to  the 
taxpayers. 

As  always  I  wish  to  encourage  proper  installation  of  wood  and 
coal  stoves  and  to  discourage  the  use  of  kerosene  or  other  space 
heaters  in  the  living  areas  of  residences.  If  anyone  has  any  questions 
regarding  the  proper  installation  of  coal  or  wood  stoves  they  should 
call  or  visit  our  office  any  weekday  morning. 

I  would  like  to  thank  the  various  town  boards  and  residents  of  our 
member  towns  for  their  help  and  cooperation  during  the  past  year.

Board  of  Assessors 

1984  was  a  busy  year  for  Ashfield  in  regard  to  property  sales.  As 
in  past  years,  the  market  value  of  land  and  buildings  gradually 
increased.  As  a  result  the  total  valuation  for  the  town  grew  to 
$47,222,025  in  Fiscal  85.  That  represents  a  rise  of  seven  million 
dollars  over  Fiscal  84,  which  in  turn  allowed  the  Board  of  Assessors 
to  reduce  the  Fiscal  85  tax  rate  to  $14.40. 

The  Board  of  Assessors  also  implemented  computerized  tax 
billing  this  year,  the  intent  being  to  reduce  the  time  and  expense  of 
hand  typing  the  bills.  Another  change  was  implemented  regarding 
the  taxation  of  personal  propery.  With  the  help  of  the  County 
Assessors  Office  we  adjusted  our  system  to  make  most  household 
effects  that  are  not  used  in  business  exempt  from  taxation.  Fiscal 

86  is  the  year  for  recertification  of  valuations.  In  preparation  for 
that  the  the  State  Bureau  of  Local  Assessment  has  been  comparing 
our  assessments  and  making  recommendations  to  facilitate  the 
final  certification  process.  The  final  approval  of  our  assessments  by 
the  Mass.  Department  of  Revenue  will  be  necessary  before  a  tax 
rate  can  be  set  sometime  in  the  coming  year.

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Police  Department  Report 


1984  was  a  busy  year  with  our  problems  seeming  to  climb  here  in 
Ashfield.  The  budget  will  remain  the  same.  The  only  change  is  an 
increase  by  request  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  for  the  police 
department  to  pay  their  own  gas  bill  instead  of  it  coming  out  of  the 
Machinery  Account.  Our  gas  bill  we  have  projceted  to  be  $3,500. 
The  reason  our  regular  budget  is  the  same  is  because  we  are 
planning  to  put  in  an  appropriation  for  a  new  cruiser.  Their  present 
one  was  purchased  in  1981.  We  felt  that  the  money  we  will  not  have 
to  use  on  repairs  can  be  used  to  update  our  radios  which  are  in 
rough  condition.  We  had  figured  in  last  years  budget  $900  for 
repairs  on  the  cruiser.  We  have  spent  all  but  $80.00  of  the  $900  and 
we  are  only  half  way  through  the  fiscal  year. 

Again  we  were  going  for  our  County  Central  Communication 
Center  this  year  but  the  monies  were  taken  away  for  a  new  elevator 
in  the  Court  House.  We  hope  we  can  do  something  in  1985  on  the 
communication  Center  and  updating  the  radios  for  the  Fire, 
Ambulance  and  Police  in  the  county. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  people  of  Ashfield,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and 
the  men  and  women  in  the  department  for  their  support  in  1984 
and  for  making  it  a  good  year.

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Ambulance  Service  Report 


The  ambulance  made  a  total  of  57  runs  in  1984,  seven  of  which 
were  transfers.  This  is  a  decrease  of  10  runs  from  1983. 

New  equipment  obtained  for  the  ambulance  includes  a  portable 
tri-state  radio;  KED,  an  extrication  device;  and  safety  jackets  for  the 
crew.  These  were  bought  from  the  generous  donations  and 
memorial  gifts  given  to  the  ambulance.  Some  of  these  funds  were 
used  for  the  maintenance  of  the  ambulance. 

We  continue  to  be  a  volunteer  service  and  free  to  the  residents  of 
Ashfield  and  their  guests. 

The  Blood  Pressure  Clinic  continues  to  be  held  on  the  first 
Saturday  of  every  month  for  anyone  who  wishes  to  utilize  this 
service  at  no  charge,  although  donations  are  accepted  by  the 
Committee  of  Community  Concerns  of  the  Ashfield  Parish  who 
organize  and  support  this  clinic.  It  is  manned  by  RNs  and  EMTS 
from  Ashfield. 

The  service  still  has  loan  equipment  available  such  as  hospital 
beds,  commodes,  walkers,  wheelchairs  and  other  miscellaneous 
items.  If  you  wish  to  use  this  loan  equipment,  call  us  at  our  home. 

We  wish  to  thank  our  dedicated  EMTs,  Auxiliary  crew. 
Dispatchers  and  First  Responders  for  their  continuing  generosity 
of  time  and  expertise.  We  also  thank  all  those  people  who  donated 
funds  and/or  equipment  to  the  Ambulance  Service.

Report  of  the  Planning  Board 


During  the  past  year,  the  Planning  Board  considered  twelve 
applications  for  Special  Permits,  one  application  for  a  Subdivision  of 
property  and  held  a  hearing  on  the  relocation  of  telephone  poles 
along  the  Town's  only  Scenic  Road,  Smith  Road.  Of  these  twelve 
Special  Permit  applications,  four  involved  woodworking  or 
carpentry  businesses  while  the  remainder  included  applications  to 
allow  business  activity  ranging  from  making  /selling  craft  items  to 
the  establishment  of  legal  and  real  estate  offices.  Only  one  Special 
Permit  request  was  denied  during  the  year,  involving  the 
construction  of  a  canopy  over  gasoline  pumps. 

While  attending  to  this  busy  schedule,  the  Planning  Board 
recognized  a  serious  need  to  consider  By-Law  changes  which  would 
not  hinder  "cottage  industry"  efforts  of  local  citizens  while  assuring 
that  the  beauty  and  rural  life  of  the  town  would  be  preserved.  The 
Board  has  investigated  this  issue  and  has  on  its  agenda  to  make 
recommendations  to  the  town  during  this  next  year  on  "cottage 
industries." 

The  Board,  also,  seriously  realizes  the  need  for  Long  Range 
Planning  for  the  town  which  should  include  expanded  involvement 
of  other  interested  citizens.  Issues  of  Scenic  Road  designation,  of 
maintaining  our  many  roads,  of  the  preservation  of  our  natural 
resources,  such  as  our  lake  and  other  recreational  areas,  and  of 
anticipating  the  town's  future  municipal  needs  all  require  thorough 
study  and  wise  planning.  Our  Board  intends  to  establish  a  Long 
Range  Planning  Committee  of  local  citizens  in  order  to  secure 
informed  consideration  of  these  and  other  issues  which  will  affect 
our  town's  future  health  and  prosperity. 

In  a  year  of  lively  issues,  perhaps  the  one  causing  the  most 
immediate  concern  and  interest  was  the  idea  arising  out  of  the 
Town  of  Adams  to  straighten  and  widen  Route  116.  Our  Board 
unanimously  opposed  this  idea  and  no  further  news  of  such  notion 
has  been  brought  to  our  attention. 

In  behalf  of  our  entire  Board,  I  want  to  thank  all  of  the  citizens 
who  attended  our  meeting  and  hearings  to  generously  share  their 
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concerns  and  opinions.  Our  Board  intends  to  reflect  the  will  and  the 
wisdom  of  Ashfield's  townspeople,  for  without  citizen  participa- 
tion, our  jobs  would  be  difficult  if  not  impossible  to  carry  out  with 
any  degree  of  enlightened  authority.

Tree  Warden  Report 

One  of  the  largest  and  most  satisfying  accomplishments  of  the 
Tree  Department  last  year  was  transplanting  a  6"  caliper  maple 
tree  that  was  20  ft.  in  height  from  Meadow  Lane  to  North  Street. 
This  well  shaped  maple  tree  filled  in  a  space  where  two  other  large 
maples  had  been  removed  and  has  done  very  well  since  the 
transplanting  thanks  to  some  faithful  watering  by  Marge  Packard. 

Ten  large  stumps  were  chipped  below  ground  level  and  loamed 
over  and  seeded  making  the  street  sides  a  little  more  attractive. 
Some  of  the  other  tree  work  done  last  year  included  fertilizing, 
pruning,  cabling,  and  removing  undesirable  dead  or  dying  trees. 

The  utility  companies  continued  line  clearance  trimming  on 
existing  lines  and  cleared  on  numerous  occasions  for  new  services. 

There  has  been  a  few  times  in  the  past  years  when  property 
owners  abutting  the  roadside  have  taken  it  upon  themselves  to 
remove  street  trees.  I  would  like  to  remind  people  that  roadside 
trees  within  the  town  rights  of  way  are  protected  and  come  under 
the  Tree  Warden's  jurisdiction.

The  library  had  many  displays  and  special  collections  in  the 
library  during  the  year.

Photographs  entered  in  the  summer  newspaper  contest  were  also 
in  the  library — a  very  nice  addition.  During  May  we  had  a  display  of 
Ashfield  Authors,  past  and  present.  Alice  Whitney  was  instrumen- 
tal in  this  effort.  The  Webelos  also  displayed  projects  that  they  had 
either  finished  or  were  working  on.  Many  residents  shared  their 
collections  with  us  for  our  cabinet.  We  welcome  all  kinds  of 
collections. 

During  the  summer  we  began  our  story  hour  again  with  great 
success.  Two  high-school  girls,  Anna  Peralta  and  Hope  Wells 
worked  for  two  weeks  in  the  summer  under  the  CETA  program  and 
helped  us  catch  up  on  library  work.  We  also  held  our  booksale  in  the 
town  hall  which  was  well  attended.  Helping  this  year  was  David 
Epstein. 

With  money  from  the  Rose  Hale  Memorial  Fund  we  purchased  a 
five  volume  set  of  the  World  Mark  Encyclopedia  of  Nations.  It  has 
proved  to  be  an  excellent  resource. 

The  library  also  updated  their  encyclopedia  and  bought  the  new 
1984  World  Book.  The  old  one  will  now  be  circulated  and  the  new 
one  will  be  used  in  the  library.  We  sold  our  older  one  that  we  used 
for  circulation  during  the  book  sale. 

For  the  building  we  purchased  a  small  instant  water  heater  which 
is  much  more  efficient  for  cleaning  up. 

There  are  new  faces  at  the  library.  Autumn  Collins  resigned  in 
early  spring  to  relocate  in  Vermont.  Replacing  her  is  Mary 
Fitzgibbon  Scrimshaw.  Mary  is  working  Saturdays  and  Anne 
Judson  is  working  Monday  and  Wednesday  evenings.  David 
Deluzio  is  now  the  new  custodian  and  has  done  an  excellent  job 
keeping  up  with  all  the  minor  repairs,  cleaning  and  snow  removal. 
On  the  Board  of  Trustees  we  have  Don  Fitzgerald  who  replaced 
James  Craig. 
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Alice  Whitney  faithfully  helps  us  to  select  books  on  Bookmobile 
day  about  every  6-8  weeks.  Ann  Lilly  continues  to  make  our  Inter- 
Library  Loan  service  one  of  the  most  efficient  in  the  region  with  her 
deliveries  of  material  in  between  the  Western  Regional  Library 
van's  visit  every  Wednesday.  We  have  continued  to  be  the  film  pick 
up  for  South  Ashfield  Library  and  their  winter  programs  of  movies. 

The  library  is  very  appreciative  of  those  who  have  contributed 
material,  books,  puzzles,  games,  and  magazines.  Whatever  we  have 
had  duplicates  of  or  have  found  we  can  not  use,  have  been  put  on 
our  book-sale  shelf  and  the  money  used  to  purchase  more  material. 
Those  who  have  contributed  money  and  to  on-going  memorials 
have  given  the  library  the  opportunity  to  have  a  varied  and 
extensive  collection.  We  thank  you  for  thinking  of  the  library.  Our 
patrons  have  been  very  loyal  and  supportive,  we  thank  them  one 
and  all. 

Our  total  Circulation  for  1984  was  12,837,  inter-library  loans 
were  326,  we  purchased  269  new  books  and  added  151  books  from 
gifts.  There  were  66  new  patrons.

The  visiting  Nurse  &  Health  Services  in  Franklin  County  Inc. 
continues  to  provide  a  comprehensive  array  of  health  services  to 
residents  in  their  homes.  Increases  in  physical  therapy  visits  and 
home  health  aide  hours  were  notable  this  year.  In  1984,  the 
following  services  were  rendered:

Home  Health  Aide  Hours  227 

Homemaker  Hours  390.25 

The  agency  has  a  large  component  of  homemakers  whose 
services  are  available  to  help  the  frail  elderly  to  remain  independent 
at  home  by  assisting  with  light  housekeeping,  personal  car, 
shopping,  and  errands.  Referrals  for  any  of  the  above  services  are 
accepted  from  physicians,  hospitals,  patients,  and/or  families.  Call

In  addition,  the  agency  provides  for  the  Women's  Infant's  and 
Children's  Supplemental  Food  Program  (WIC)  for  all  of  Franklin

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Report  of  the 
Dog  Officer 

I  recently  acquired  the  position  of  town  dog  officer  in  December 
of  1984.  It  was  the  wish  of  Town  Counsel  that  a  police  officer  be 
appointed  as  dog  officer.  I  have  tried  to  support  the  selectmen  and  a 
large  number  of  townspeople  by  enforcing  the  year  round 
restraining  order  that  was  issued  on  December  10,  1984.  Prior  to 
this  order  the  town  had  a  split  restraining  order  which  made  it 
sometimes  difficult  for  the  dog  owners  to  know  when  they  were  in 
violation  of  a  state  or  town  restraint  order.  The  present  restraint 
order  was  put  into  effect  due  to  the  fact  that  some  dog  owners  have 
been  negligent  in  their  responsibilities. 

For  the  general  information  of  townspeople,  dogs  that  have  been 
picked  up  in  violation  of  this  new  restraining  order  are  housed  at 
the  kennels  at  my  residence  on  Cape  St. 

Since  the  position  of  dog  officer  in  Ashfield  is  a  part-time 
position,  there  are  no  set  kennel  hours.  If  I  cannot  be  reached,  the 
other  police  officers  in  the  town  have  been  appointed  as  assistant 
dog  officers  and  can  handle  an  immediate  dog  problem. 

On  numerous  occasions  I  have  been  asked  by  residents  what  to  do 
about  dogs  causing  personal  or  private  property  damage.  I  would 
like  to  remind  townspeople  that  under  Chapter  140,  Section  156  of 
the  General  Laws  that  ''Any  person  may  attempt  to  destroy  or 
destroy  any  dog  in  the  act  of  killing  or  attempting  to  kill  persons, 
livestock  or  fowl,  not  under  the  immediate  care  of  its  owner.'' 

Notices  will  be  posted  at  the  Post  Office  and  Day's  Store  about 
any  dogs  in  my  possession.  This  list  should  be  checked  by  anyone 
who  has  lost  or  is  missing  a  dog. 

Ashfield  had  approximately  450  dogs  listed  by  the  street  census 
and  as  of  12/31/84,  only  210  single  and  6  kennel  licenses  have  been 
issued.  Dog  licenses  are  issued  to  dog  owners  for  their  protection 
and  to  identify  their  animals  and  the  monies  collected  help  defray 
the  costs  of  the  town's  "dog  problems."  Any  dog  over  three  months 
of  age  must  be  licensed  with  the  Town  Clerk  each  year.

Ashfield 
Energy  Resources  Commission 


The  commission  held  regular  public  meetings  during  1984  and 
engaged  in  a  variety  of  activities  aimed  at  improving  energy 
efficiency  and  awareness  in  Ashfield. 

Our  greatest  disappointment  during  the  year  occurred  when 
Roger  Harris  moved  from  Ashfield.  He  was  the  founder  of  the 
Ashfield  energy  committee  and  remained  dedicated  to  its  work.  We 
gave  him  a  plaque  noting  his  service  as  "Ashfield  Energy  Czar, 
1976-1984,"  and  wished  him  well  in  his  energy  work  in  Hampden 
County.  Robert  Domlesky  was  appointed  to  replace  Roger  in  July. 

Energy  systems  at  public  buildings  occupied  the  commission  for 
much  of  the  year.  We  served  in  an  advisory  capacity  as  energy 
conservation  measures  were  continued  at  Sanderson  Academy.  We 
conducted  energy  audits  at  the  Town  Hall  and  fire  station  and  filed

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reports  on  the  energy  system  needs  of  those  buildings.  Some  minor 
work  was  accomphshted  for  the  town  offices.  At  year's  end,  we 
were  preparing  to  apply  to  the  state  energy  office  for  funds  to 
implement  major  work  in  both  buildings.  The  Town  Hall  in 
particular  needs  a  new  heating  system. 

Tom  Leue  has  been  active  all  year  as  an  advisor  to  Mohawk  Trail 
Regional  High  School,  as  the  school  sought  to  purchase  a 
comprehensive  energy  management  system  to  reduce  electricity 
costs.  The  commission  kept  informed  of  progress  on  that  matter 
and  filed  a  detailed  memo  to  the  Mohawk  committee  commenting 
on  past  action  and  future  options  for  energy  management  in  the 
entire  school  district. 

As  the  year  closed  we  were  ready  to  compile  our  third  annual 
town  energy  use  and  expenditure  report.  Designed  by  Phil  Pless, 
the  report  records  the  energy  use  by  fuel  type  and  price  in  each  of 
the  municipal  buildings,  as  well  as  street  light,  transfer  station  and 
other  energy  users.  The  figures  are  useful  for  comparison  year  to 
year,  as  well  as  in  documenting  energy  use  for  official  re- 
quirements. 

The  commission  has  still  not  sought  a  town  appropriation  in 
funds  to  defray  expenses.  This  year  we  realized  our  first  financial 
proceeds  from  the  waste  oil  recovery  tank  we  placed  at  the  recycling 
station.  We  appreciate  all  those  who  dump  waste  motor  oil  into  the 
tank,  especially  because  they  help  protect  the  environment  and 
provide  a  usable  fuel.  The  commission  continues  to  support  in  many 
ways  the  recycling  effort  underway  at  the  dump. 

We  extend  our  gratitude  to  all  Ashfield  town  officials  and  citizens 
who  helped  us  during  1984  and  we  look  forward  to  serving  the 
town  in  1985.

On  August  1st,  a  letter  was  sent  to  some  21  organizations  in 
town  requesting  that  a  representative  be  present  at  our  first 
meeting  on  August  20th.  Response  was  good  and  the  meeting  was 
held  on  August  20  at  8  pm  at  which  time  it  was  decided  that  we 
would  plan  a  fund  raising  activity  for  the  Fall  Festival  in  the  form  of 
a  pizza,  chili,  ice  cream,  coke  and  coffee  sales  area.  Mark  Zenick 
consented  to  the  use  of  the  area  in  front  of  his  garage  on  Main 
Street.  A  tent  was  erected  by  Jane  Arvidson  (For  which  we  thank 
her)  and  business  was  good  for  2  days  in  October.  We  realized  a 
profit  of  $515.00.  and  are  well  on  our  way  to  a  BIG  BANG  on  July 
5th,  1985. 

Our  next  activity  was  a  Black  Powder  Turkey  Shoot  at  the 
Ashfield  Rod  and  Gun  Club  on  November  6th.  This  was  well 
attended  and  the  Rod  and  Gun  Club  made  a  contribution  of 
$200.00. 

From  individual  donations  and  collection  cans  placed  at  Elmer's 
Store,  The  Country  Store;  Keye's  Hardware;  Lisa's  Restaurant  and 
2  at  the  Ashfield  Lake  House,  we  have  received  $144.25  for  which 
we  are  grateful.  We  have  also  received  a  pledge  of  $100.00  from  the 
Ashfield  Village  Association. 

Firm  plans  for  1985  are  for  a  record  hop  at  the  Town  Hall  on 
January  19th  and  a  Ham  &  Bean  Supper  at  Friendship  Hall  followed 
by  a  February  "Blues  Ball"  at  the  Town  Hall  on  February  9,  1985.

We  had  hoped  to  have  a  parade  preceding  the  fire  works  but  the 
condition  of  Main  Street  in  July  was  a  question  so  the  parade  was 
cancelled.  A  fire  works  display  will  be  staged  by  Atlas  Display  Co.  on 
the  5th  of  July  at  9  PM.  Display  will  be  launched  from  the  gravel 
bank  and  shot  over  the  lake.  There  will  be  activities  preceding  the 
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fire  works  display.  Time  and  details  will  be  announced  via  the  media 
well  in  advance. 

The  Fourth  of  July  Committee  also  volunteered  to  prepare  the 
Town  Float  for  the  Plainfield  Bicentennial  in  August  1985.

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Annual  Report  of  the 
Superintendent  of  Schools 

This  will  constitute  my  sixth  annual  report  as  Superintendent  of 
the  nine  town  area  schools. 

As  everyone  knows,  we've  had  an  eventful  year  at  Mohawk  Trail. 
In  November  we  closed  the  school  for  two  weeks  and  sealed  off  14 
classrooms  downstairs  in  "D"  building  due  to  the  asbestos 
contained  in  the  fire  retardant  spray  on  the  structural  beams  of  the 
first  floor.  The  14  classrooms  were  relocated  in  other  sections  of  the 
building.  The  entire  staff  at  Mohawk  was  involved  in  the  moving 
process.  Without  the  cooperation  of  the  entire  staff  the  school 
would  have  been  closed  for  an  extendied  period  of  time. 

In  February,  1985  bids  were  received  for  the  removal  of  the 
asbestos.  This  will  be  a  complicated  and  expensive  removal  process 
due  to  the  extent  and  location  of  the  asbestos.  Bids  have  been 
requested  for  removal  during  the  school  year  and  for  the  summer  as 
well.  There  are  several  factors  to  be  considered  in  determining  the 
time  of  removal  as  follows: 

1.  Safety — After  careful  review  and  visitations  to  other  projects 

where  asbestos  has  been  removed,  we've  concluded  that  the 
removal  project  could  take  place  while  school  is  in  session. 

2.  Cost — The  bids  contain  prices  for  school  year  and  summer 

removal.  It  is  our  expectation  the  the  cost  of  summer  removal 
will  be  higher  because  that's  the  time  of  year  when  most  of  the 
asbestos  projects  take  place. 

3.  Schedule —  If  the  asbestos  is  removed  during  the  school  year,  we 

might  have  to  close  school  beyond  the  scheduled  week  of 
vacation  in  April  to  accommodate  the  removal. 

Mohawk  was  closed  for  seven  school  days  in  order  to  relocate  the 
14  classrooms.  The  School  Committee  has  requested  permission 
from  the  Department  of  Education  to  convert  the  school  calendar 
from  days  to  hours.  High  schools  are  required  to  be  in  session  an 
average  of  SVi  hours  per  day  over  the  course  of  a  school  year.  At 
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Mohawk  the  instructional  day  is  six  hours  in  length,  so  we'd  be  able 
to  meed  the  requirement  of  990  hours  per  year  without  making  up 
the  seven  days  that  the  school  was  closed.  We  will  have  received  a 
decision  on  this  request  by  mid-February. 

The  request  to  convert  to  hours  is  an  important  decision  for 
Mohawk.  If  we're  required  to  make  up  the  seven  days  of  school,  it 
would  mean  extending  the  school  year  until  late  June  and  possibley 
going  to  school  during  the  April  vacation.  Extending  the  school  year 
also  allows  less  time  in  the  event  that  a  summer  removal  of  asbestos 
takes  place.  The  asbestos  has  to  be  removed,  the  building 
thoroughly  cleaned,  and  we  have  to  return  the  equipment  and 
supphes  to  the  14  classrooms.  We  hope  that  all  of  these  tasks  can  be 
accomplishted  in  time  to  open  school  on  schedule  in  September. 

In  order  to  finance  the  asbestos  removal  project,  the  School 
Committee  has  notified  the  eight  communities  in  the  district  of 
their  intention  to  borrow  up  to  $260,000  for  a  period  not  to  exceed 
10  years.  It  is  expected  that  the  loan  would  be  repaid  in  a  two  or 
three  year  period  with  the  first  payment  due  to  the  towns  in  the 
1987  fiscal  year.  The  current  capital  cost  apportionment  ratio 
contained  in  the  agreement  of  the  Mohawk  Trail  Regional  School 
District  will  be  used  in  determining  the  cost  for  each  community. 
The  School  Committee  has  invited  the  Town  of  Rowe  to  participate 
in  the  repayment  of  the  loan.  Rowe  has  withdrawn  from  the 
Mohawk  District  and  has  no  legal  requirement  or  responsibility  to 
participate  in  any  capital  projects  at  Mohawk  after  the  final 
payment  of  the  capital  costs  on  the  building  which  occurs  in  the 
1986  fiscal  year.  Rowe's  participation  in  the  project  would  be  on  a 
voluntary  basis. 

The  School  Committee  will  be  applying  for  federal  funds  to  help 
pay  for  the  costs  incurred  in  the  removal  of  the  asbestos.  We  expect 
a  decision  in  June  on  our  grant  application.  Any  funds  received  will 
be  used  to  defray  the  capital  cost  assessments  to  our  communities. 
We  will  be  asking  our  area  legislators  to  sponsor  legislation  to  assist 
us  with  the  financial  burden  that  the  district  will  be  facing  in  the 
upcoming  asbestos  removal  project. 
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The  entire  staff  at  Mohawk  did  an  outstanding  job  in  dealing  with 
the  asbestos  problems.  There  was  a  positive  attitude  and  spirit  of 
cooperation  that  prevailed  throughout  the  entire  process.  We 
emerged  from  this  difficult  process  a  stronger  staff  with  a  genuine 
commitment  to  providing  the  best  possible  education  to  our 
students  under  the  existing  circumstances.  The  students  at 
Mohawk  deserve  to  be  commended  for  the  cooperation  and 
understanding  that  they've  shown  since  the  reopening  of  the  school 
on  November  26.  Our  thanks  also  go  out  to  community  members 
who  were  so  supportive  of  our  efforts  with  the  asbestos 
emergency.  We  extend  our  sincere  appreciation  to  the  neighboring 
school  districts  that  loaned  us  equipment  for  the  balance  of  the 
school  year. 

Our  five  elementary  schools  are  continuing  to  make  good 
progress  in  the  area  of  curriculum  development  and  improvement. 
WeVe  had  one  nine  town  grade  level  meeting  for  Grades  K-8  to 
exchange  information  about  the  current  educational  programs  in 
the  various  schools.  We  hope  to  be  able  to  provide  some  common 
curriculum  experiences  to  the  students  in  our  five  elementary 
schools  before  they  enroll  at  Mohawk.  We  also  want  to  exchange 
information  about  successful  programs  both  within  and  out  of  the 
district.  We  continue  to  be  encouraged  about  the  results  shown  in 
Basic  Skills,  and  Achievement  Testing,  the  Chapter  I  math  and 
writing  programs,  special  education  and  remedial  reading 
programs.  We're  providing  an  effective  range  of  services  to 
students  in  our  respective  schools. 

I  again  would  extend  an  invitation  to  all  community  members  to 
visit  our  schools.  I  feel  confident  about  the  direction  of  our  schools 
and  about  the  fine  staff  members  who  are  providing  quality 
educational  services  to  our  students.

As  of  October  1, 1984,  the  nine  town  Mohawk  Trail  District  was 
providing  services  to  232  students  between  the  ages  of  three  and 
twenty-one.  All  of  theses  students  have  undergone  a  Team 
Evaluation  and  have  Individual  Education  Plans.  An  I.E.P  specifies 
the  type  and  amount  of  services  to  be  provided  and  must  be  signed 
by  parents/guardians  before  it  is  implemented.  The  plans  are 
reviewed  formally  at  least  once  a  year. 

During  the  past  year  our  population  has  remained  relatively 
stable  with  two  exceptions.  One  is  pre-schoolers  and  the  other  is 
new  students  who  have  moved  into  the  district  with  I.E.P.s.  Our 
pre-school  special  needs  population  is  higher  than  it  has  ever  been. 
Most  of  these  students  attend  our  Side  by  Side  West  program  at  the 
Buckland-Shelburne  School.  Our  projected  enrollment  for  next 
Sept.  (1985)  is  ten,  many  of  whom  are  multiply  handicapped.  We 
anticipate  having  to  make  a  number  of  programmatic  changes 
including  the  possibility  of  two  sessions.  The  other  population  that 
has  increased  significantly  is  students  who  have  moved  into  the 
nine-town  area  with  I.E.P.s.  More  often  than  not  these  plans 
mandate  extensive  services  that  require  us  to  hire  additional  staff. 
It  is  a  large  part  of  the  reason  for  the  increase  in  special  education 
budgets. 

Our  Federal  grants  this  year  total  $52,720.00,  an  increase  of 
$17,020.00.  With  the  additional  money  we  were  able  to  hire  an 
Adaptive  Physical  Education  teacher  and  purchase  a  number  of  new 
computers.  The  grant  continues  to  fund  the  Early  Childhood 
Coordinator  position,  the  two  half-time  Program  Coordinator 
positions,  in-service  training  and  the  purchase  of  specialized 
equipment. 

Plans  for  the  coming  year  include  exploring  the  possibiUty  of 
creating  two  "substantially  separate''  classrooms  at  the  elementary 
level  and  continuring  to  insist  that  the  state  pay  some  of  the 
educational  costs  of  the  students  it  places  in  the  Mohawk  District.

The  faculty  this  year  consists  of  eight  classroom  teachers  and  one 
special  needs  teacher.  The  Chapter  One  teacher  works  part-time  as 
do  our  Art,  Music  and  Physical  Education  teachers.  The  School 
Psychologist-Guidance  Counselor  also  is  at  Sanderson  part-time. 
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Mrs.  Mary  Reid  resigned  her  grade  1  position  to  accept  another 
position.  Mrs.  Valeria  Abramson  was  hired  to  replace  her.  Due  to 
large  class  size,  another  grade  one  teacher  was  needed.  Mrs.  Nancy 
Killings  was  hired  for  this  position. 

Mrs.  Rose  Keefe  was  granted  a  year's  leave  of  absence.  Mrs. 
Marie  Hodgkins  was  hired  to  replace  her  in  Special  Education.  Mrs. 
Judith  Newell,  Chapter  One  Director,  was  hired  to  replace  Mr. 
Stephen  Baskowski. 

Mrs.  Phyllis  Graves,  Cafeteria  Manager,  was  granted  sick  leave 
last  winter.  Mrs.  Lorralyn  Fitzgerald  replaced  her  at  that  time.  Mrs. 
Graves  has  returned  to  her  position  and  Mrs.  Fitzgerald  remains  as 
the  Assistant  Cafeteria  Manager. 

The  new  science  curriculum  has  been  completed  and  adopted  by 
the  School  Committee.  Miss  Joanne  Ostrowski  was  granted  a  2V2 
month  sabbatical  leave  during  this  time.  She  coordinated  all  science 
materials  and  kits  for  each  grade  level.  She  attended  class  at  the 
University  and  observed  science  classes  in  other  school  districts. 

The  Social  Studies  curriculum  is  now  being  studied  and  revised. 
New  materials  have  been  reviewed  that  will  support  this  updated 
curriculum. 

Ten  half-day  workshops  are  scheduled  for  this  year.  Teachers 
will  be  working  on  curriculum  revision  at  this  time.  Two  of  the  half 
days  have  been  set  aside  this  year  for  district  wide  K-8  workshops. 
Teachers  of  each  grade  level  have  met  to  discuss  their  classes  and  a 
schedule  of  visitations  have  been  made  by  these  teachers  to  view 
each  other's  classes. 

A  parent-teacher  workshop  will  be  held  in  March  as  part  of  the 
regular  V2  day  workshop  schedule.  Last  year's  workshops  were  well 
attended  and  both  parents  and  teachers  felt  they  were  worth  while. 

Mrs.  Mary  Snow  of  Ashfield  and  Cambridge,  gave  a  workshop  on 
the  use  of  BIG  BOOKS  and  their  implementation  in  the  Language 
Arts  program  for  our  K-2  grade  teachers  and  interested  parents. 
Parent  volunteers  covered  the  classes  that  afternoon  so  that  our 
teachers  could  attend  the  workshop. 

The  parent  volunteer  program  continues  this  year.  These 
volunteers  are  generous  with  their  time.  Their  efforts  are 
appreciated  by  both  the  students  they  help  and  the  faculty. 
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The  Parent  Advisory  Board  made  recommendations  to  the 
School  Committee  in  June  concerning  the  kindergarten  program. 
They  cited  the  need  for  additional  space  for  the  present 
kindergarten  and  a  need  to  consider  a  2-year  kindergarten  program. 

This  year  the  Parent  Advisory  Board  is  studying  the  building 
needs  here  at  Sanderson. 

Two  Arts  Grants  were  funded  for  Grades  3  and  4  and  Grades  5 
and  6  this  year.  Grades  3  and  4  are  participating  in  a  grant  funded 
through  the  Franklin  County  Arts  Council.  Students  travelled  to 
view  an  exhibit  at  the  Arts  Council  and  artists  came  here  to  the 
school  to  help  on  the  students' projects.  The  first  of  the  projects  was 
mask  making  and  the  second  will  be  learning  about  and  making  soft 
sculpture. 

Grades  5  and  6  collaborated  with  Hawlemont  school's  fifth  and 
sixth  grades  in  a  grant  funded  in  part  by  the  Franklin  County 
Business  Fund  for  the  Arts  on  Impressionism  in  Art  and  Music. 

The  Lions  and  Leo's  of  Ashfield  donated  a  new  Monroe  Copying 
machine  for  the  school.  This  machine  is  in  constant  use  and  has 
proved  an  invaluable  aid  to  all  of  us. 

Donations  from  the  Sanderson  Alumni  and  the  Trustees  of 
Sanderson  will  enable  us  to  bring  two  special  programs  into  the 
school  for  all  students  and  will  enable  students  in  Grades  K-2  to 
attend  a  program  at  the  University  of  Mass. 

Major  renovations  took  place  in  the  kindergarten  room  this 
summer.  A  new  ceiling  and  carpet  was  laid  and  the  walls  painted. 
This  renovation  has  made  a  vast  improvement  in  the  room,  both 
accoustically  and  aesthetically.  New  aluminum  storm  windows 
were  also  purchased  for  this  classroom.  The  upper  and  lower 
hallways  were  also  painted.  This  has  improved  the  general 
appearance  of  the  school. 

In  conclusion,  I  would  like  to  thank  the  faculty,  staff,  students 
and  the  community  for  their  support  of  the  school.

Principal's  Report 

I  am  pleased  to  submit  my  third  annual  report  as  Principal  of 
Mohawk  Trail  Regional  High  School.  The  past  year  has  been 
marked  with  high  degrees  of  accomplishment  by  students  and 
faculty.  Overshadowing  academic,  athletic  and  artistic  successes, 
however,  was  the  prevailing  problem  the  school  community  faced 
in  dealing  with  the  problem  of  deteriorating  asbestos. 

After  careful  testing  and  thorough  consultation,  the  administra- 
tion closed  the  school  for  two  weeks.  Spray-on  asbestos  was  located 
along  the  steel  beams  in  the  first  floor  of  the  classroom  block. 
During  that  period  of  time,  the  faculty  relocated  the  business  and 
computer  programs,  the  science  labs,  art  and  home  economics 
facilities  and  the  teacher's  lounge.  The  cafeteria,  library  stage  and 
auditorium  were  subdivided  and  used  as  classrooms  for  middle 
school  students.  After  Thanksgiving  Vacation,  students  and 
teachers  started  the  school  year  for  the  second  time.  Our  thanks  go 
to  everyone  who  assisted  in  making  the  transition  smooth. 

Despite  the  crowding  and  inconvenience,  all  activities  continued 
without  interruption.  Middle  school  students  performed  "THE 
WIZ"  to  a  sell-out  audience  for  two  nights.  The  all-school  musical 
"BARNUM"  was  equally  successful.  The  senior  class  play 
"HARVEY"  was  performed  at  Shelburne  Town  Hall.  The  annual 
exchange  concert  is  scheduled  for  February  with  a  sister  school  in 
New  Jersey. 

Mohawk's  accreditation  by  the  New  England  Association  of 
Schools  and  Colleges  was  renewed  this  year  for  another  eight  year 
period.  Mohawk  received  two  commendations  from  the  MA. 
Department  of  Education  for  excellence  in  basic  skills  achievement. 
In  June  of  1984,  55%  of  our  graduates  were  accepted  into  two  or 
four  year  colleges.  Acceptances  were  received  from  Harvard,  Yale, 
Cornell,  Oberlin  and  many  other  colleges  and  universities.  This 
year  programs  in  EngUsh  and  Social  studies  were  expanded  to 
provide  for  accelerated  students.  Higher  percentages  of  students 
are  participating  in  advanced  science  and  computer  programming 
courses. 
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As  the  spring  of  1985  approaches,  Mohawk  will  enter  into  a  type 
of  cooperative  partnership  with  Yankee  Atomic  Power  Plant  in 
Rowe.  Teachers  in  several  areas  will  be  employed  after  school  and 
during  vacations  as  educational  consultants  by  the  utility  in  the 
development  of  their  in-plant  training  programs.  The  goal  is  to 
assist  the  facility  in  the  accomplishment  of  their  objective  and  also 
to  keep  math  and  science  teachers  in  the  field  of  education  by 
supplementing  their  income  and  experiences. 

The  educational,  athletic  and  arts  programs  at  the  school  are 
growing  and  students  continue  to  learn  in  a  structured  and 
disciplined  setting.  As  programs  continue  to  be  updated  and 
refined,  we  believe  that  the  school  will  continue  to  provide  students 
wil  the  finest  quality  education  that  is  possible.

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Resource  Center  Report 


The  Mohawk  Trail  Regional  School  Resource  Center  recorded 
the  following  circulation  statistics  for  1984: 


School  library  and  medial  personnel  have  been  involved  in  a  series 
of  library  inservice  workshops  funded  by  a  Commonwealth 
Inservice  Institute  Grant.  The  amount  of  $1,469.00  has  been 
designated  for  materials  and  consultants  in  such  areas  as  book 
selection,  computer  literacy,  storytelling,  equipment  maintenance, 
cataloging  print  and  nonprint  material  and  book  preservation. 

One  of  the  major  goals  of  1984  was  to  more  effectively  manage 
time  and  materials  through  computerization  of  library  data.  The 
following  uses  are  made  of  the  Apple  He  computer  and  printer  for 
routine  Library  tasks:  equipment  inventory,  word  processing, 
printing  of  catalog  cards,  overdue  notices,  bills  and  acquisitions 
catalog  of  audio-visual  software. 

Although  the  Resource  Center  has  been  closed  mornings  to 
accomodate  eighth  grade  classes  due  to  the  room  shortage  asbestos 
problem,  library  hours  have  been  extended  from  7:30  A.M.  to  4:00 
P.M.  to  allow  greater  accessibility  to  the  collection.  We  are  anxious 
to  regain  a  normal  library  atmosphere,  but  meanwhile  continue  to 
serve  our  patrons  as  best  as  possible.
